Boise, Idaho, July 2!i. — The case of 
tho state of Idaho against W. D. Hay- 
wood, charged with the murder . of 
Frank Steunenberg, will rest with the 
judge and jury tomorrow night. 

Clarence Darrow, after speaking for 
11 hours, concluded the final plea for 
Haywood's life at 4 20 p. m., and at 7 
o'clock this evening United States 
Senator Boi-ah opened the closing ar- 
gument for the prosecution. He will 
speak for three sessions, about seven 
hours. Judgo Fremont Wood will In- 
struct and chargo tho jury on Satur- 
day morning. 

At least 1,000 peoplo were unable to 
find seats in the courtroom tonight. 
Two hours beforo the hour set for tho 
third session of tho day, crowds be- 
gan to arrive, and within half an hour 
tho doors woro closed to all but court 
officials and newspaper men. It was 
an audience composed almost entlrcly 
of Boiso peoplo gathered to hear tho 
speech of tho young man who, recent- 
ly ejected by tho peoplo of Idaho to 
represent them in -the United States 
senate, has been the assistant coun- 
sel for tho prosecution In the case 
against Haywood. ' • 

At the prosecution table, when Sen- 
ator Borah rose to speak, were seated 
two assistants, one on each side of the 
counsel, but Mr. Hawley, leading coun- 
sel for tho state, was not in his place 
owing to illness. 

Senator Borah's speech was a sensa- 
tion. From timo to time, he turned 
on counsel for the defence, flerco de- 
nunciation pouring from his lips, and 
at times brought protests from Rich- 
ardson and Darrow, but with blazing 
eyes and hot words ho silenced every 
effort to br.-.k the rush of words. Tho 
climax was reached, when in behalf of 
tho state of Idaho, tho people, its gov- 
ernor and himself, he disclaimed all 
Intention or desire to givo immunity 
to Orchard. 

Mr. Borah said In part: "I am 
aware that I am in this case as spe- 
cial prosecutor. The learned counsel 
on tho other side has impressed this 
fact. upon you. But let mo say that 
tho state which does not protect Its 
citizens or punish wrongdoers would 
soon loso the respect of its people and 
have no standing in our civilization." 

Senator Bnrah declared the state did 
not want Haywood convicted of any. 
crimo for which Orchard or Pettlbono 
or Simpkins or anybody elso was re- 
sponsible, and desired a verdict of 
guilty only if the evidence was deemed 
sufficient to warrant such a conclu- 
sion. Tho senator denounced Clar- 
ence Darrow's statement that the jur- 
ors' minds had been poisoned against 
tho defendant in this case. Nowhere, 
ho declared, could a fairer trial havo 
been held than in Boise. No defend- 
ant ever sat In a courtroom whero 
thero was a greater desire for an ab- 
solutely impartial and just trial 

"Wo aro not fighting organized la- 
bor. Wo aro not hero fighting tho 
poor or the rich. Neither are we hero 
to consent that organized labor shall 
bo a shield to crime. This Is not an 
Industrial war, as my eloquent .friends 
of tho defenco would have you believe. 
Wo aro not arraying class against 
class, or one phase of society against 
another. This is not a battle of tho 
rich against tho poor, or the poor 
against tho rich. Wo are here in tho 
Interest of Justice, of fairness— that is 
all." 

Senator Borah plunged directly into 
the assassination of ^Governor Steu- 
nenberg. He declared Orchard had 
planted a bomb, as ho had done many 
times before, that he was an old and 
experienced criminal and that he wus 
not alone in the commission of tho 
crime. 

"If," ho cried "you stand at , tho 
gato of Frank Steunenberg, broken 
and stained with his own blood, and 
If from thero you follow tho devious 
way of Harry Orchard, you will find 
that tho trail of blood passes up tho 
stairway up which Orchard ran that 
day while tho darkey held his horse 
at tho curb below. 

"Tho defence would havo you believe 
that notwithstanding what Moyer may 
have dono what Pettlbono may havo 
done, what Simpkins may havo done, 
or what Orchard may have done, Hay- 
wood Is not guilty; but tho law, gen- 
tlemen of the jury, says that when 
men knowingly join together to com- 
mit a crime, the act of ono Is tho act 
of others, no matter whero that other 
may bo at the timo of the commission 
of tho crime. It is not an answer to 
our chargo for the attorneys for tho 
defence to say: 'Wo caro nothing for 
Jack Simpkins, let him go overboard; 
wo caro nothing for what Pettlbono 
may have done, wo will take caro of 
him later.' 

"I tell you, and I think tho court 
will Instruct you, that in a case of 
this character, tho acts of Potttbontj 
aro tho acts of Haywood; tho unex- 
plained letters and telegrams of Goo. 
Pettlbono and Jack Simpkins. aro tho 
unexplained letters and telegrams of 
W. D. Haywood. 

Tho only question hero is as to 
vhethcr or not the evidence has boon 
adduced to satisfy you that thero was 
a conspiracy. Counsel for tho do- 
fence has said we havo not shown an 
'Inner crlclo" or an organized bureau 
of crime. Well, I could pretty nearly 
rest tho proof of that position of tho 
argument with Mr Darrow himself. 

"Tho ovldenco In this case shows 
that somcwhero In tho Western Fed- 



eration of Miners there Js a power 
which Controlled, a power which com- 
mits crimo. It Is proved as clearly 
as the fact that Frank Steunenberg 
is dead. Take tho 23th of April, 1S99, 
when the members of the Western 
Federation of Miners walked from their 
work, organized with military pre- 
cision, went to Wardner and thero 
blew up tho Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mill. Mr. Darrow tells you himself 
that the miners went back next day 
to their work in tho mines. Why 
did they? Because they believed that 
thero was no such thing as law and 
order in the state of Idaho. Oh, no, 
gentlemen of the jury, this was not a 
criminal act, this was not tho West- 
ern Federation of Mlifers. What was 
it? AVas it an accident? Jim 
Shayno was killed. Oh, yes, but ho 
was a scab, Darrow tells you. Tho 
Bunker Hill mine was blown up. Oh 
yes, but It employed non-union men 
Darrow says that whenever you get 
a thousand men together to go and 
do a thing it Is something that ought 
to be done. That may be tho rule 
In Chicago, but it does not go in 
Idaho. 

"Darrow has painted Harry Orchard 
to you as a veritable devil, and I agree 
with 1dm. 

"If tho doctrino that Darrow preach 
ed to you be true, I am not surprised 
that these men computed murder, " 
said Borah, who then turned upon At- 
torney Richardson and declared that 
If Harry Orchard Is crazy It was no 
compliment to ono of the greatest law- 
yers in tho west that tho maniac did 
not disclose any of his Insanity in a 
week's cross-oxamlnatlon. 

"Tho counsel for the defence," said 
Senator Borah, "tells you that Orch- 
ard was caught red-handed In tho 
act of killing Steunenberg, that ho 
confessed to savo his own nock, and 
that If he had not confessed the daisies 
would havo been blooming on his grave 
for a year past. Oh, no, gentlemen 
of tho jury, if Orchard had not con- 
fessed tho attorneys for tho Western 
Federation of Miners would bo in this 
courtroom defending and eulogizing 
him as a brave man, a member of tho 
groat working class, and my friend 
Richardson would convince you beyond 

"A reasonable doubt that Orchard 
could not be guilty of the killing of 
Governor Steunenberg because he was

SEtfERE STORM VISITS 
PORTION OF ONTARIO 



Property Destroyed by Wind and 
Lightning— Niagara Fruit 
Is Damaged 



Toronto, July 25. — Western Ontario 
was visited by a severe storm last 
night. At Mlddlechurch, near St. 
Thomas, there was almost a hurricane. 

A big barn owned by Barnes Bros., 
proprietors of tho Iroquoise hotel, St. 
Thomas, was blown over and 35 loads 
of hay spoiled; loss, $2,000. The gable 
of tile Methodist church was blown off 
and the driving sheds damaged. Geo. 
[Station's barn was damaged, and 
trees and fences blown over. 

At Hlllcrest a barn was burned. At 
Beamsvllle, Price Conklo's fine barn, 
filled with new hay, was struck with 
lightning and burned.

In Niagara district trees were blown 
down and much fruit destroyed.

BIG PAYMENT FOR TIMBER LABIS 



Vancouver Labor Men Much Excited 
Over Influx of Japanese- — C, P. 
R. Island Extension 



Vancouver, July 25. — Mr. Justice 
Clement sprang a sensation In tho 
supreme court today, when at tho con- 
clusion of tho divorce suit of Watts 
vs. Watts he declared tnat he would 
givo no decision 1 11*1 It was argued 
and decided whether ono judge sitting 
alone had jurisdiction to grant a di- 
vorce in British Columbia. He pointed 
out that section 4 of the matrimonial 
and divorce act provided that divorce 
should bo granted only by a court 
composed of three or more judges. He 
did not know by what process it had 
como about that one judge granted 
divorce, and he was not going to run 
tho risk of making bigamists till tho 
point was decided. He ordered that 
notice of argument be sent to the min- 
ister of justice and the attorney-gen- 
eral. 

A Vancouver syndicate has just re- 
ceived from No. 26 Broadway New 
York, which Is synonymous with tho 
Standard Oil company, half a million 
dollars for the purchase of between 
eleven and twelve thousand acres of 
timber land around Ash and Dickson 
lakes, on Vancouver Island, near Al- 
bernl. The land stands in tho name 
of F. H. Brownell, secretary of the 
Everett Timber & Investment com- 
pany. Brownell is the representative 
of tho Standard Oil company. 

D. McNlcoll, first vice-president of 
the C. P. R., Is back from a trip to 
Alberni. He was very favorably im- 
pressed but had no definite statement 
to make. The Dally World hero says 
It has it on good authority that tho 
objective point of the proposed rail- 
way across the island will not bo Al- 
berni, but Winter Harbor, on Quatsino 
Sound. It will touch salt water at 
Alberni first. It is said to be the 
intention of the company to complete 
the survey this year If possible. 

There is considerable excitement 
hero among labor men over the threat- 
ened influx of Japanese. Mr. Mar- 
pole today Issued a strong dei'Jul of 
the statement made by the Japanese 
Exclusion league that the C. P. R. was 
bringing in 12,000 Japanese. Tho 
Kumerlc arrived today vi~',i about 
1,200 Japs from Honolulu. A reply 
from Ottawa has been received to the 
telegram sent by 'R. G. Macpherson. 
Tho effect of tho reply is that the de- 
partment finds Itself powerless to act 
In the matter, though It is ready to 
export any that aro diseased or come 
under the criminal class.

GLASS BRIBING CASE. 

Defence Unexpectedly Decides to Offer 
No Evidence. 

. San Francisco, July 25. — Tho Louis 
Glass bribery case should be in the 
hands of the jury by 1 o'clock tomor- 
row afternoon. Francis J. Henoy, for 
tho people, and T. C. Coognn, lor tho 
defence, today made each his opening 
argument. At 10 o'clock tomorrow 
morning Dolphin M. Dolmas will be- 
gin the closing address for Glass. 

Popular prophesy Is divided between 
a conviction and a disagreement. No 
one affects to forecast an acquittal; 

The chief sensation of tho trial came 
at 1:20 o'clock this afternoon, when 
tho prosecution having closed its case, 
Dolmas crisply announced: "So have 
we." This determination to offer no 
evidence in contradiction to the cir- 
cumstantial web around Glass was a 
sudden and complete surprise to oven' 
one, most of all to tho prosecution, for 
tho previous day Dolmas had casually, 
or so It seemed, mentioned Rudolph 
Spreckels as "one of tho witnesses wo 
usually call." 

Hcney, after staling frankly to tho 
jury that tho declination of Second 
Vice-President Seimmer, tho most im- 
portant individual witness for the 
state, had put It beyond tho power of 
tho prosecution to establish definitely 
tho connection of Glass with the crime 
of bribing Supervisor Charles Boxton, 
devoted himself to a vigorous exposi- 
tion of the circumstantial case made 
out. Ho claimed' that by carrying out 
successfully a process of elimination 
ho had proved beyond all reasonable 
doubt that other than HaS'sey only 
two men had the power to supply tho 
telephone funds for the bribery of su- 
pervisors — Emilo J. Seimmer and Louis 
Glass, the former now in tho county 
Jail for contempt In refusing to testify 
the latter of whom exercised his right 
as a defendant not to take tho stand. 

"Justice," said Attorney Cooper, the 
white-haired lifelong friend of tho de- 
fendant, In opening his argument for 
Glass, "should bo the same kind In 
all cases. Hero is a man who has 
run over threo-fourths the space allot- 
ted to mankind, and who now finds 
himself confronted with a serious 
crime before a jury. It means a great 
deal to him, but If ho is guilty of this 
offonco you should not consider the 
consequences to him. Ono thing you 
must at all times remember, and tho 
court will so Instruct you, that the pro- 
sumption of innocence is ' ever with 
tho accused, and you must give him 
tho benefit of any and every reason- 
able doubt that in your minds may 
ariso." 

It Is charged that Mr. Glass paid 
Supervisor Boxton tho sum of $5,000 
to Influence his vote on tho" Homo Tel- 
ephone company's application for a 
franchise.- Tho proposition Is this: 
Was that crimo committed, and l£.so, 
who committed it? 



COLUMBIA DISASTER 



Evidence of Members of the 
Crew — Number of People 
Saved and Lost 



Ottawa, July 25. — A disastrous firo 
destroyed millions of feet of lumber 
this morning. It did at least $500,000 
damage, and thero is an unconfirmed 
rumor to the effect that one man is 
missing. The lire began in the prop- 
erty of the W. C. Edwards concern, of 
which Senator Edwards is tho chief 
partner. This was burned to the 
ground, also a pinning mill factory, 
omo office buildings, the Canadian li- 
brary bureau building and much lum- 
ber, which cannot bo closely estimated. 
Tho loss to tho Edward concern will 
bo $300,000, on which there Is $200,- 
000 Insurance. 

Crossing the road at New Edinburgh 
tho dames destroyed Foley's hotel, S. 
C. J. Neale's grocery store, and No. 6 
lire station, ono of the most modern 
and best equipped in the city. Two 
residences were also burned. The 
mica factory, owned by Russell Black- 
burn, was burned down with about 
$50,000 worth of mica. 

A dozen streams played upon tho 
flames, but were powerless to control 
tho conflagration, which swept every- 
thing to tho water's edge. The flames 
oared fifty feet In the air when they 
ate tip tho big pile of dried lumber. 
The lire Is supposed to bo tho outcome 
of a, bad electrical storm last night. 

Most of the firms concerned were in- 
sured and it is probably a case of 
whether an Ottawa conflagration has 
again hit tho fire insurance companies 
in a vital snot. 

Tho wind was blowing northeast, 
and in this way the main mill was 
saved. Had the wind been In a west- 
erly direction the whole mill', which is 
one of the most modern and best 
equipped in the Dominion, would havo 
been totally destroyed. The lumber 
piles are burning themselves out on 
the edge of the Ottawa river, which is 
hero joined by the Rldeau. Cordon 
Edwards, who represents tho W. C- 
Edwards company, says that tho firo 
will throw about 250 men out of em- 
ployment. Ho exprosscd the opinion 
that the fire was caused by lightning. 



San Francisco, July 25. — An investi- 
gation into the cause of the wreck of 
the steamer Columbia was begun this 
afternoon by Captain John Berming- 
hatn, supervising inspector of steam- 
ships in this district. Tho first witness 
called was F. Peterson, lookout on the 
Columbia. Ho testified that at the 
time of the collision the weather was 
foggy, and. he could see only two ship- 
lengths ahead, but he heard the whistle 
of tho San Pedro about 15 minutes 
beforo tho vessel was sighted. The 
San Pedro's whistle was sounded about 
every minute to starboard of the Col- 
ombia. When Peterson first saw tho 
San Pedro she was about 150 feet dis- 
tant, and was coming "square on" to 
the Columbia. On sighting the ap- 
proaching steam schooner he leaped on 
to the bridge, whero he was at tho 
timo of tho collision. He believed that 
the Columbia Hoaxed for eight or nlno 
minutes after sho was struck beforo 
she went down. He reported to Captain 
Do ran wdien ho first heard tho 
whistles. In answer to questions ho 
said he could not tell whether or not 
the Columbia was going at lull speed. 
There was no wind, and tho Columbia 
blew her whistle regularly. After tho 
collision Peterson said he was told by 
Capt. Doran to rouse the passengers. 
He called those in the forecastle, and 
then started to tho lifeboat to which 
he was assigned, but found it was 
gone. He had no time to call the peo- 
plo in the steerage or cabin. Ho ran 
to another boat and was thero alono 
when he saw Capt. Doran standing 
near and was asked to give a hand In 
launching the boat. 

Quartermaster Hinner testified that 
ho came on watch at midnight. IIo 
said that the Columbia floated for from 
five to seven minutes beforo going 
down. The shock of the collision was 
not very great, and he doubted wheth- 
er if one standing In the middle of a 
stateroom at the timo would have been 
thrown down. 

A recast of tho returns from the 
work of rescue shows that of the 215 
persons on tho steamer Columbia 152 
havo been saved, while five bodies 
hnvo been recovered and 88 nro re- 
ported lost. Of the entlro number of 
the lost 30 were men, 40 women and 5 
children. Of the 191 passengers 114 
have been saved. Sixty-seven of these 
have been taken to Astoria, S havo 
arrived hero and tho remainder are nt 
Eureka on their way to this city. Of 
93 men, 70 were saved and of tho 01 
women 42 saved. Two of tho seven 
children survive and of tho 04 mcm- 
bers'of tho crew 3S ore alive.

Nsw Convention Signed Placing 
Power in Marquis Ito's 
Hands 



MUST APPROVE M1GEINTS 



Only Shadow of Power Left to Emper- 
or and Ministers — Troops 
Ordered to Seoul 



Tokio, July 25. — Tho convention be- ■ 
tween Japan and Korea was signed at 
11 o'clock this afternoon, after no 
small opposition by the Korean court. 
The provisions are believed to be 
briefly as follows: 

First— Provides that the administra- 
tion of Korea shall secure tho guidance 
of tho Japanese resident general. 

Second—That enactment of all laws 
and ordinances, also all important 
state affairs, shall secure the approval 
of the resident general. 

Third — That tho appointment of all 
high and responsible officials shall re- 
ceive tho approval of the resident gen- 
eral. 

Fourth — That only persons recom- 
mended by tho resident general shall 
be eliglblo for office in' tho Korean 
government. 

Fifth — That a distinct demarkation 
shall be drawn between administrative 
and judicial affairs. 

Sixth — That foreigners shall bo em- 
ployed only upon consent of tho resi- 
dent general. 

Seventh — That the first clause of), 
the convention of Aug. 22, 1904, pro- 
viding for tho employment of officers 
which will now bo submitted to tho 
privy council of Japan, will be pub- 
lished here this evening. ' 

Tho manner in which the news of 
tho convention between Japan and 
Korea has been generally received Is 
an indication of the satisfaction felt 
among tho well Informed, who feel 
that Japan might have been moro ex- 
acting In her terms, curtailing even 
tho Korca-n imperial authority by issu-< 
ing the rescript subject to tho approval 
of the Japanese resident general. Tho 
ovldenco of such a demand, it is be-v 
lloved, was purely out of considera- 
tion for the prestige of the Korean 
court. The extension of the powes 
of the resident general so that he) 
may appoint his nominees to respond 
slble positions in the Korean govern- 
ment Is especially welcomed in Japan 
as one of the surest means of preven- 
tion of tho adoption of any measurer 
hostile to Japan or detrimental to tho. 
interests of Korea. It is expected' 
that tho freer hand Japan will now 
be able to exorcise in Korea will soon 
be manifested by the peaceful develop- 
tenanco of order in tho Far East. 

Seoul, July 25. — Arrangements havo 
been made with tho railway authori- 
ties to quickly bring four thousand 
Japanese bluejackets from the squad- 
ron now at Chemulpo, which tho ad- 
miral In command has offered to Mar- 
quis Ito. But on account of military 
technicalities thoy "will not be called 
for unless a great emergency arises 
that makes it absolutely necessary. A 
mixed brigade of probably seven thou- 
sand Kiu Shiu troops will begin ar- 
riving at Fusan to-morrow (Friday) 
evening, Marquis Ito having finally 
consented to the bringing of Japanese 
troops to tho capital. 

ARMENIAN TERRORISM 

Even Death Used as Instrument for 
Extraction of Funds 

New York, July 25.— Acting Dis- 
trict Attorney Smythe, an-3 an assist- 
ant aro doing their best to probe 
deeply into terroristic methods em- 
ployed against wealthy Armenians to 
force them to contribute to tho anti- 
Turkish movement being worked up 
bf certain countrymen. That theso 
revolutionists, Armenians, who it ap- 
pears constitute tho society called 
Hunchakist, do not stop at murder, 
was proven by the shooting to death 
on Monday of H. S. Tvzshanjlan, rich 
rug importer, in Madison Square. 
Messrs, Smytho and Manley havo had 
several Armenians beforo them, aivd 
expect to examine others today. Ev- 
ery witness so far questioned has lie- 
sought the district attorney's office to 
keep her namo and the fad of his 
presence In that officials ofllco 
secret, so great Is the fear among the 
Armenians of the Hunchakist. Tha 
Inquiry is thereforo not a public one. .

IS FOUND 
DEAD IN HIS BERTH 



Robert High-am of the Princess 
Beatrice Expires on 
Board Boat 



This morning an Inquest will be held 
concerning tho death of Robert High- 
am, chief steward of tho C.P.R. steam- 
er Princess Beatrice, who was found 
dead in his bunk on board the steamer 
yesterday morning. A bottle of sul- 
phuric acid and a bottle of laudanum, 
the former scaled and tho latter part 
used, were found in his stateroom. It 
seems that the dead steward was not 
seen when tho vessel's crew began 
work yesterday morning and about 11 
a.m. the first ofllcer ordered the room 
opened tho door being locked on tho 
inside. Mr. Illgham was found lying 
dead In his bunk, having seemingly 
been dead for seven or eight hours. 
Sergt. Hawton and Constable Palmer, 
of the city police, and Dr. George Hall 
were summoned, and the body was 
removed to the parlors of tho B. C. 
Funeral Furnishing Co. 

A post mortem examination was held 
yesterday, and the cause of tlcath was 
not determined. Dr. Hall, who made 
the medical examination, said in an- 
swer to questions last night that ho 
had not determined the cause of death, 
further investigation being necessary. 
He could not say whether death was 
due to natural causes or to poison. 

Robert Higham, who was formerly a 
steward of tho Union club, was ap- 
pointed steward of tho Princess Bea- 
trice two or three weeks ago. Ho re- 
cently returned from Seattle, where ho 
has been living for some time. Previ- 
ously ho served as steward on several 
of the C.P.R. steamers, having been 
for a considerable time on tho Queen 
City., He was 45 years of ago, and 
leaves a wife and two children. Mrs. 
Illgham is residing In Vancouver, and 
tho two children are staying with 
friends In Victoria.

"If Harry Orchard, poor devil that he 
is, with his hands red with the blood 
of twenty Innocent men, and his soul 
steeped In the very fumes of hell, had 
grasped tho doctrine and accepted tho 
beliefs of Christianity," Senator Borah 
said, "he would not bo one to take 
that soiace from him." 

"I do not know what your verdict 
will bo in this case," he went on, "and 
I don't believe anybody knows. Thero 
is one thing that i do know, and that 
is, that you will never get twelve men 
in tho state of Idaho to turn Harry 
Orchard loose and you never will get 
any man as governor to turn him 
loose. Orchard has been promised no 
immunity and if I should ever have 
anything to do with such a bargain 
as that, I should want the Great God 
to wither my right arm till it fell from 
its socket. Wo are not asking for 
vicarious atonement in this caso, like 
the defense, but we want no comprom- 
ise. We know one man is guilty; it is 
for you to determine whether there are 
others." 

Senator Borah will continue his ar- 
gument to-morrow. 



SIR HARRY MACLEAN 
AS RAWS CAPTIVE 



Bandit Used Treachery in Get- 
ting Hold of Morocco 
Commander 



London, July 25. — Ralsull still re- 
mains silent with regard to his terms 
for tho release of Sir Harry Maclean. 

Ono of Kaid Maclean's escort, who 
was captured with him, arrived at 
Tangier this week with a letter to the 
British legation. He stated that Ral- 
suli, after informing Sir Harry that 
ho was a prisoner, reproached him sc : 
verely with having bombarded his 
house, hounded him out of tho dis- 
trict, and bribed his adheronts. In fact, 
says tho man, he gave tho Kaid a bad 
quarter of an hour. 

Immediately after his capture Sir 
Harry Maclean 'sent a man to visit 
uach tribe of the Hkinass, with in- 
structions to sacrifice an animal before 
each, and call upon them to be loyal 
and uphold tho Sultan's authority. 
Raisuli Intercepted . the messenger on 
his return and tried to kill him. Ho 
was only stopped by tho Kaid prom- 
ising that he would stop any measures 
that might bo taken against him (Ral- 
sull) If within his power. 

Ralsull does not see tho Kaid every 
day, only sending a scribe to take notes 
of his prisoner's communications to 
the legation. 

Sir Harry Maclean Is being well 
treated as regards tho supply of food 
and comforts, but not otherwise. Ho 
i, moreover, completely isolated. 

By tho Sultan's orders, full control 
of tho customs houses, which are tho 
principal source of Moroccan revenue, 
was on Tuesday placed In tho hands 
of French agents. 

A telegram to tho "Petit Parlslen" 
from Tangier says: It is persistently 
reported there that the Sultan, who is 
extremely irritated with Raisuli and 
the tribes which are protecting him, 
is thinking of heading an expedition 
himself into tho mountains of Telual 
in order to crush tho rebels. 

His Majesty is moved to do this by 
his great friendship for Kaid Maclean. 

There Is already an effective force 
assembled at the capital.

QUEER CLAIMS UNDER 

COMPENSATION ACT 



Old Country Employes Mako Some 
Original Demands for Recom- 
pense for Illness 



London, July ' 25 — Insurance com- 
panies are being flooded with propos- 
als to protect employers from the pen- 
alties of the Compensation act, and 
something like a thousand policies are 
issued every day from the London of- 
fices. One company, which 1 has of- 
fered to indemnify employers for a 
half crown pending tho Issue of an 
official policy, has been overwhelmed 
with applications. 

Ridiculous claims continue to come 
in, such as cases of German measles, 
tonsilltis, toothache, insomnia, bilious 
attacks and weak hearts. A gardener 
has claimed compensation because he 
got a styo on his eye by sleeping with 
his window open. 

A nurso who has rheumatism In both 
hands from putting them so often in 
cold water wants the protection of 
thp act, while a housekeeper demands 
indemnity for Indigestion caused by a 
tough steak which "master" provided. 
Ono company is paying on "house- 
maid's knee" pending a decision in tho 
courts. 

Genuine cases of distress are multi- 
plying, however. An cmployeo of St. 
John's college, Oxford, was stepping 
from a punt to a skiff during Henley 
week, when he missed his footing, fell 



Into the water and was drowned. This 
was an "accident" within the mean- 
ing of tho act, and tho claim has been 
allowed. 

Another case is that of a servant 
girl hanging out clothes to dry, when 
the chair on which she was standing 
broke beneath her, and she fell, frac- 
turing her thigh. Similarly, a girl 
cleaning a window fell owing to the 
sash giving way, and received severe 
injuries. 

Tho education committee of the 
London county council approved a 
recommendation of ' the general pur- 
poses sub-committee on Wednesday 
that the council meet any claims aris- 
ing under the act In respect of teach- 
ers, caretakers and other persons em- 
ployed in connection with the carry- 
ing on of the schools as public ele- 
mentary schools. A further recom- 
mendation was approved that, school 
managers should bo .informed that 
they must make provision for the 
Insurance of any persons, apart from 
those directly engaged.

Buildings are Blown Up 
Dynamite and Other In- 
juries Done,

London, July 25.— The crown hotel 
at Boksburg has been blown up by 
dynamite, the explosion being heard 
throughout Hie Johannesburg district. 

Tlie charge was placed outside tho 
billiard room, which was constructed 
of wood and iron. The building of- 
fered no resistance to the shock, and 
several occupants were thrown some 
distance, without, however, sustaining 
any serious injury 

A second outrage was committed on 
a main supplying tho water to tho 
Simmer and Jack mine In this case 
a large charge of dynamite was used, 
sundering and twisting the pipes 

A pumping station at tho Champ 
1'Or mine was dynamited on Wednes- 
day night Tho explosion was heard 
at Krugeradrop The pump was dam- 
aged, and an adjoining building blown 
down. Mining operations have not been 
Interfered with. 

Tho list of outrages on tho Rand di- 
rected against mines and miners is 
reaching a formidable length 

"Here he said' we have been able 
to settle nearly all disputes by arbitra- 
tions, and in tills case the points have 
been under discussion for six weeks. 
About a month ago tho firm made an 
appointment to meet a deputation from 
the union. They did not keep it, but 
said they were making arrangements 
with their own staff. They then stuck 
up a notice to say that those assistants 
who wished to live out must give no- 
tice before a certain date. Twenty- 
four of the men did that, and were al- 
lowed to live out, with an allow- 
ance. 

"That was all very well, but after- 
wards the firm started to cut down 
the premiums or commissions earned 
by employes. One man resigned, an- 
other was discharged, and new men 
wero engaged to live In. (The, old 



employes felt that they would bo sent 
away one by one and replaced by 
livers- In, and they pressed the firm 
for an absolute understanding. The 
firm refused that, and advertised for 
new assistants. 



BEEF COMBINE EXISTS. 

Government Said to be Justified in Es- 
tablishing a Commission. 

Edmonton, July 25, — The beef com- 
mission has held its last session for 
the Province of Alberta. Although no 
definite results of their work can be 
ascertained at present it is known that 
they have accomplished a great deal 
in the gathering of evidence against 
the combine which, it Is alleged, hold 
full sway over the meat industry in 
tills province, 

To date they have examined over 
three hundred witnesses representing 
both the producers and buyers. The 
evidence of the producers- has been 
principally unanimous on t lie point 
that there has been combination by 
buyers and action is necessary by tho 
government In order that It will not ba 
possible in the future for one man to 
control the prices over so vast a tract. 

This influence has driven a great 
many farmers out of tho stock raising 
owing to the fact that they were un- 
able to realize any profit on their cat- 
tle. Several Instances have been noted 
wherein tho contract system Is used 
by all' the large buyers of the country. 
It Is detrimental to the farmer and 
also to the buyer. To the farmer, ow- 
ing to the low price and to the buyer 
from the fact that these same low 
prices are resulting In a materlnl de- 
crease In the hogs and cattle Industry 
of Alberta. 

Some evidence has also been Intro- 
duced regarding the decrepaney In 
freight rates by the C. P. R. to the 
large shipper. The proofs have been 
gathered together on this question and 
Will' probably be forwarded to the rail- 
way commission together with the oth- 
er evidence which tho commission has 
gathered from tho 300 witnesses. 



King and Knioer, 
Berlin, July 25. — It is now certain 
that King Edward and the Kaiser will 
meet at Wllliolmsholie, near Cassel, 
and that the meeting will Inst from 
August 14th to August Ifith. Tho Kai- 
ser will return the visit in England 
during tho first half of November, and 
will be accompanied by the Empress. 



EI Ghuass, one of Kaid Sir Harry 
Maclean's bodyguards, has arrived at 
Tangier bearing letters from the cap- 
tive. He was with the Kaid at tho 
time of the capture by Raisuli, and 
(says the Tangier correspondent of the 
Daily Mail) remained until the brigand 
discovered that, under pretence of col- 
lecting food for the Kaid, ho was act- 
ing as his intermediary In negotiating 
with tho neighbouring tribes. 

Ralsull then drove him away, 
threatening his life if he returned. 

Some people here (continues the cor- 
respondent) are disposed to blame the 
Kaid for having given himself into the 
hands of the rebel; but, apart from his 
own chivalrous nature and his long 
experience of the Moors, he had rea- 
son for his confidence. 

Raisull's nephew, tho ' bearer of the 
message of invitation to him, had tak- 
en an oath, most sacred and binding, 
that the Sultan's envoy would be as 
safe as if at Fez. "How can you 
imagine that we could he guilty of 
treachery to one who lias been to us 
as a father? Are you not upon our 
eyes and our head?" 

This appeal to tho Kald's sentiment 
was supported by a stronger argument. 
Sir Harry Maclean was the bearer of 
letters of pardon to tho tribes who had 
thrown in their lot with the fugitive. 
These letters ho read to some of tho 
tribesmen, who received the commun- 
ication with gratitude. 

Here was Raisull's chance. "My peo- 
ple," he cunningly said, "will never be- 
lieve that this pardon Is genuine if I 
carry the letter myself. You must come 
and read tho Sultan's pardon and 
promise to my tribesmen. They will 
believe you." The Kaid had declared 
that ho did not trust Raisuli, but the 
brigand's last argument prevailed, and 
he went and read the letter to the as- 
sembled tribesmen. 

When lie had finished Raisuli In- 
formed him that, he was a prisoner. Ho 
was taken to the Kiwis* mountains, 
where he has remained ever since. His 
camp is pitched at a spot with the re- 
pute of a sanctuary, which strength- 
ens the hope that 110 violence will be 
done him as long as ho Is permitted to 
remain there. 

He Is allowed to occupy his own 
tent, and three of his own men attend 
him. The only evidence of a state of 
captivity Is the presence, of guards. 

The Kaid refuses to hold any com- 
munication with the traitor, who Is liv- 
ing In a hut near by, Sir Harry lias 
seen Raisuli only once, and insists 




that the negotiations shall be conduct- 
ed with the tribes, who, though Moors, 
resent Raisull's act of treachery. 

At Alcazar, before tho capture, the 
Kaid was unwell, having to keep his 
bed for four days. He is permitted 
certain luxuries from Tangier, in 
which it Is said that Raisuli, though 
uninvited, was sharing. 

'SIR FREDERICK BORDEN. 

Quebec Paper Speaks Plainly About 
Him to Premier. 

Montreal, July 25. — L'Evenement ad- 
dresses an open letter to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler demanding the resignation ■ f, 
Sir Frederick Borden, minister of mil- 
itia and defence. "It is rumored," 
says the Quebec newspaper, "that this 
gentleman is to he appointed high 
commissioner at London, replacing 
Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal. We 
hope you will look twice before nick- 
ing such a nomination, and that you 
will listen to tho numerous protesta- 
tions which are pouring In upon you 
from tho lower provinces. 

"In order to represent, in London, 
the Dominion and her vast Interests, 
the man appointed must be ab .\e sus- 
picion, and you cannot ignore the fact 
that your minister of militia, is not 
above all suspicion. As a mutter of 
tact, It would be a shame for all Can- 
ad i. to have such a man to represent 
us In London at the present time. 

"Save us, therefore, I his humiliation. 
It Is too big a load for you to keep 
this dry wood amongst your minister.), 
and if you do not listen to tho public 
clamor for his resignation from tho 
cabinet, tiie country will ask you U 
explain your condescension, which 
borders on complicity." 

L'Evenement measures well its 
words, and it Is with a perfect knowl- 
edge of the responsibility it assumes 
when we denounce your colleague and 
demand his immediate rotlreniont from 
the federal ministry. 

"Do you exact of us, before acting, 
that we place a specific accusation In 
your hands? This Is elementary jus- 
tice, and L'Evenement Is ready to give 
it as soon as you ask for It, and also 
If you wish it on the ono condition 
that, instead of dragging us before a 
jury, us was unjustly done In the caso 
of Asselin, you engage yourself to give 
the public without delay what they 
demand in tho case of your minister 
of militia and defence. Bo assured, 
however, that your minister mu3t, and 



will, leave the government. 

"Emmerson, who was less - guilty 
than he, had to got out, and although 
ho hopes to again take his place in 
your government, you cannot— you 
dare not — take him back. Why, then, 
keep Frederick Borden?"

Reglna, July 24.— The labor situa- 
tion- in connection with this year's 
harvest is already giving concern to 
the Saskatchewan government. Hon. 
W, R. Motherwell, Minister of Agri- 
culture, has just returned from "Win- 
nipeg, where he interviewed the rail- 
way and immigration officials 011 the 
subject. Tho aggregate acreage, ac- 
cording to the best estimates available 
at tl),is time, is about 350,000 larger in 
the three prairie provinces than it was 
last year. The acreage in 1906 was the 
greatest on record up to that time, 
■>nd the increase tills year means that 
a larger number of men than ever be- 
fore will be needed to assist in saving 
the golden grain. There is no founda- 
tion for reports that the yield will 
drop greatly. 

The supply of labor plays an im- 
portant part nowadays in the protec- 
tion of the wheat from damage by 
frost. With modern machinery an.i 
plenty of horses and men, a crop of 
50,000,OQU bushels can be cut and 
stocked in a much shorter space of 
time, than would have been possible in 
the, old days. Every day counts when 
«ne season of frost is approaching, and 
the problem of saving the 1907 crop 
from damage will depend to no little 
extent on the amount of help which 
the farmers receive from outside 
sources. The hope of the west to: 
this season lies in a late fail, and if 
frost holds off until the middle of Sep- 
tember there will bo no worry about 
the wheat. Wages for all classes of 
labor are tending upwards,' and tho 
advance will be reflected in the farm 
labor market during tile coming fall. 
The Manitoba Immigration Department 
lias published a statement to the ef- 
fect that at least ten thousand labor- 
ers are required in that province, and 
the grain harvest will not begin for 
a month yet. It is .stated that there is 
work available for tho number of men 
mentioned, and that thero Is no need 
for any competent or deserving man 
to be out of a job. The same condi- 
tions apply to Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, although estimates of the num. 
ber of men required in these pro 
vinces have not been made public. The 
railway construction camps seems to 
absorb practically all tho men who of- 
fer, and the surplus is not apparent. 
In tho cities and larger towns there 
are many men out of work, but this 
Is duo to tho fact that they are rather 
particular about the nature of the em- 
ployment which they follow. They 
gradually drift out to the smaller 
centers and rural districts, and no man 
is long idle. Tinder these circum- 
stances it is natural to expect that 
there will be a shortage when the 
great call for harvesters is raised. 

Mr. Motherwell impressed upon the 
railway officials at WInnlpg the ur- 
gency of tho situation, and it is likely 
that steps will bo taken to promote 
a vigorous campaign for workers m 
the older portions of the Dominion

The life savers express- 
ed tho belief that the people on shore 
saw the large vessels disappear in 
mist during the storm and erroneously 
supposed they had foundered. 



Died in Poorhouso 

Allentown, Pa., July 24.— Once a 
great song genius of Europe, Inn in 
this eo .in try only a character made 
unique by disappointment, Charles 
Weiss died in the county pourhou.se 
yesterday. Before becoming a ward 
of the county it is said he lived tho 
lifo of a hermit on the Lehigh moun- 
tain for years. He was born in Ger- 
many 79 years ago, came of a prom- 
inent family, associated with the most 
brilliant musical geniuses of that 
country and was a personal friend of 
Mendelssohn. 



Dawson, July 12. — (Special Corres- 
pondence) — A. B. Palmer, manager of 
tho Yukon Smelting & Power com 
pany, which lias projected a smelter 
and power scheme for the Whltehorse 
district, is la the city for a few days. 
Mi'- Palmer. Is an old-time Klondiker, 
and believes he is In a promising field 
at Whltehorse. Ho says: 

"Wo have planned to build a smel- 
ter at Whltehorse with a capacity of 
2H0 tons of ore a day. If the copper 
mines at Whltehorse continue to show 
up as well for a little while longer, 
we shall proceed with the building of 
the smelter. We also plan to Install 
a plant, and to furnish electrical power 
for the mines. Tho smelter site will 
be somewhere at the head of the can- 
yon. 

"All the capital necessary is en- 
gaged. Americans and Canadians are 
back of the enterprise. 

"A smelter at Whltehorse should re- 
duce the cost of treatment of tho ores, 
and enable every small operator and 
mine owner In the district to get his 
oro to the smelter at a minimum ex- 
pense The charge now is i?4 a ton to 
haul to the railway, and ?7 for rail- 
way and steamer freight and treat- 
ment at tho Coast smelters. We will 
be able to make it less. The Whi te - 
horso smelter will thus help to keep 
money In the district. 

"The copper" outlook in the 'White- 
horse district Is encouraging. Tho 
Puebla and the Arctic Chief have each 
250,000 tons of copper ore in sight. 
Grafter and the Arctic Chief are pro- 
ducing 50 tons each a day. The ore 
from the Grafter runs $50 a ton. The 
Puebla is getting ready for work. 

"Whltehorso is vigorous. All the 
White Pass property Is off the mar- 
ket. A few days ago $5000 was offer- 
ed for two independent lots on Sec- 
ond avenuo Whltehorse, opposite tho 
bank. 

"Some have argued that Skagway 
would be a better place for a smelter 
than Whltehorso, but we do npt see it 
that way." 

Working In Black Hills. 

Jerry O'Neil is in from Black Hills, 
and states that 100 men are working 
on tho stream, and have splendid pay 
on some parts of the creek. 

"On No. 11, above Discovery, the 
banner claim on the creek," says Mr. 
O'Neil, "Rumbnll has four feet of pay 
gravel, which he has cross-cut eighty 
feet without running out of the pay- 
streak. I panned there and got 75 
cents to tho pan Four pans each car- 
ried 75 cents. A fifth nan carriod 37 
cents. It is 18 feet to bed rock. Rum- 
ball lias two men working. My claim, 
on 39 above, is sunk twenty-four fceti 
to reach bedrock, and I got six cents 
to the pan. No pan wont less than 
three cents. There are seven feet of 
gravel, and two and .a half feet of pay 
I found this pay in the first hole I 
sank, and have clone little other work 
yet, besides sinking njg.. -first hole. 

"Most of the ''work on -the creek is 
on 21 above, where they have a boiler 
and a self-dumper, and are getting 
good pay. The men on the creek are 
scattered from 3 to 62 above." 

Use of Government Pump. 

.Tim Hagan, of Duncan, has been al- 
lowed the use of tho government 
pulp, now on Duncan, for the coming 
winter. The pump is on 54 Duncan, 
where a futile attempt was made with 
it by Sam Morraw to,jeach bedrock. 
Tho undertaking by Hagan will be on 
his own ground. 

The plan of Hagan is to sink a deep 
shaft on the hillside, where he can go 
down any depth without fear of water 
from the creek bottom flowing Into 
the shaft. After sinking to below the 
level of the creek bed, Hagan will 
drift and tap the creek bottom. As tho 
water flows through tho tunnel into 
tho shaft it will be picked up and lift- 
ed by the pump. It Is believed that by 
this process all the water can be clear- 
ed from the bottom of the shaft

The question was left over till to- 
morrow, and from tho tone of the dis- 
cussion it is likely the public officials 
will pass a resolution asking the gov- 
ernment to defer the proposed legisla- 
tion. 

ChloC Campeau', of Montreal, was 
elected president; Chief Coagelo, of 
lYtorboro, vice-president, and Inspec- 
tor Stark, of Toronto, was re-elected 
secretary. 



VANCOUVER DEBENTURES 

City Fir.ds it Hard to Borrow Money at 
Present 

Vancouver, July 21. — The financial 
report of the city fur the half yearly 
ending Juno 30, has just been issued. 
Tho account with the Bank of British 
North America shows an overdraft of 
$800,000. This Is accounted for, how- 
ever, by the fact that owing to tho un- 
favorable condition of the money mar- 
ket tho city has been withholding its 
debentures from sale till the pressure 
relaxes. Another reason for tho tem- 
porary shortness in the city's bank- 
ing account is tho fact that tho taxes 
for tho year arc only just beginning 
to como in. By September 15, when 
tho rebate ceases and tho bulk of tho 
revenue from taxpayers will be in, the 
delicit will bo very materially lessened. 
Tho money market Is also said to be 
looking moro favorable, and it is con- 
lldently hoped that snmo r.f the deben- 
tures will soon be sold.

Consolidated Company Hopes to 
Have 14,000 Feet Fin- 
ished by Fall.

Dawson, July 13.— (Special Corres- 
pondence) — Fifteen hundred feet of tho 
long snaky redwood Inverted siphon 
line of the Consolidated company is 
now in place, and the work is rushed 
in hope of having the entire 14,000 feet 
in place by the time snow flics. C. 
W. Bromley, the redwood pipe expert, 
Who is in charge of tho work, arrived 
here a short time ago from Utah, 
where he had just finished installing 
a lino of the same material ten miles 
long. He lias put in similar pipes in 
many parts of the states, notably In 
California, for aqueducts for city 
water .supplies, and for mining enter- 
prises, and is one of tho most skilled 
men In tho work in America. 

The wood siphon of the Twelve-Mllo- 
Klondike system is built over rolling 
and rugged lauds where tho dip is not 
of sufficient depth to require steel, yet 
the conditions are not such as to per- 
mit trestle building or detour for 
ditches, Tho redwood pipe is forty- 
eight Inches in diameter, measured In- 
side. Tho staves are ten to twenty- 
four' feet long, and break at alternate 
joints, so It is a continuous work of 
overlapping. Each slave Is five and 
five-eights inches in width and one 
and five-eighth Inches In thickness. 
Tlie staves aro held in place by round 
rods of soft steel, shipped in lengths. 
The rods are half an Inch in diameter. 

Redwood is used for the pipe lino 
because It is free from knots, and has 
remarkable lasting qualities. Mr. 
Bromley knows of redwood pipes In 
California which have been in use 
eighty years7 and still aro serviceable. 
Tlie wood has extraordinary absorbing 
capacity, and the water seems to act 
as a preservative rather than a des- 
troying agency. 

The pipe is set up on a moveable 
cylindrical form. Aside from tho one 
expert, ordinary labor is used in the 
construction, and the work progresses 
rapidly. It may be that the entire 
redwood flume will be finished by Sep- 
tember 15. Tho staves were brought 
from California last summer, landed at 
Twelve-Mile, and hauled along tho 
route of the pipe line with sleighs last 
winter. 

Abandoned Claims. 
The abandonment amendment to tho 
Yukon placer mining act, enacted at 
the last session of parliament, is In 
effect, according to a telegram from 
the department of the Interior receiv- 
ed today by Gold Commissioner P. X. 
Qosselln A number of claims havo 
been abandoned lately on streams near 
Dawson. The gold commissioner says 
that such abandoned ground cannot be 
relocated until the new law Is com- 
plied with, which provides that the 
ground cannot be staked within ton 
days. Every one will have an equal 
chance at the relocation at the end 
of tho ten rlaj-s. A notice of seven 
days must also be given by posting In 
tlie office of the recorder, so that, in 
order to make tho relocation legal to 
any one," tho notice as well as the 
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abandonment certificate must be in 
evidence tho required time. The aban- 
donment clause was amended for the 
purpose of defeating abandonments 
presumably made for the purpose of 
evading representation. Should a claim 
be given up now, and notice duly 
posted, the former owner cannot have 
a confederate stake tlie ground Without 
taking tlie risk of many others going 
and participating in the division of 
tho claim by staking simultaneously at 
the moment the ground comes open 
for staking. 

Guggenheims Have Bond, 

A recent arrival from Circle City 
says that the Guggenheims have a 
bond on Mammoth Creek, and are in- 
vestigating the creek by cross-cutting 
every 1,500 feet. 

Clarence Berry owns or controls 
Eagle creek, and has sono outside to 
get machinery for tlie operation of the 
creek next season. 

Lamb, Leake and Grogor own a part 
of Mammoth not under bond to tho 
Guggenheims. Eddie Lowin is on 
Harrison, planning a large mining en- 
terprise. 

On Mastodon and Doadwood many 
men are working by the old individual 
process. Sixty to seventy are on each 
crook. 

It Is likely that the Circle district 
will remain busy this winter, and that 
the quantity of supplies for the Circle 
post will bo as heavy this season as 
In the past. 

Oil Discovered on Lynn Creek 
Vancouver, July 24. — Coal oil— crude 
petroleum — was struck this week on 
Lynn Creek at a point two miles 
above tho Intake pipe of the North 
Vancouver waterworks system, or 
seven or eight miles north of the In- 
let. The lucky find was made by Mr. 
J. A. Green, a prospector who was in 
town today exhibiting a bottle con- 
taining samples of the product which 
he avers will throw into the shade the 
fame of Lynn Creek as the home of 
the shlnglebolt. 

Mr. Green did not have to rig up a 
derrick and install an extensive bor- 
ing plant. "I just found tho oil 
seeping through a crevice In the rocks 
on the surface," said he in discussing 
tlie strike which he regards as very 
Important. He hopes to Interest local 
capital in the proposition. Tho geo- 
logical formation in tlie vicinity is 
said to bo favorable for the discovery 
of oil In larger quantities at depth. 
Mr. Green sees visions of a "gusher," 
and tho establishment of a big oll-ru- 
flnlng Industry at the mouth of Lynn 
Creek.

The answer 
to this is that it would not pass 
through tin; engines, but would be 
forced directly from the mains through 
the hydrants and out through the hose. 
Another suggested that it might in 
some way Interfere with the Installa- 
tion of a proper water system for do- 
mestic use, but when the question of 
cost Is taken Into account, it will read- 
ily be seen that this would not be the 
ease.

THE WATER QUESTION. 

The redistribution of water In the 
city is a matter which has already 
been endorsed in these columns; ami 
wo are very desirous that nothing said 
since the fire shall be understood us 
being in opposition to such a proposal. 
We are glad to know that the City 
Council will tonight consider a By-law 
to provide funds for that purpose. A 
redistribution of tlie service mains 
throughout the city is absolutely nec- 
essary, no matter to what source Vic- 
toria shall go for its supply of water. 
So far as the Colonist is concerned, 
this phase of the subject seems to be 
a "closed book." We do not see any- 
thing that can reasonably be urged 
against such a work. 

We assume that such redistribution 
will measurably assist in tie- matter 
of fire protection. Except in the busi- 
ness part of the city the question of 
lire protection Is not very serious. It 
simply means that such a system of 
mains shall be provided, as will furnish 
erglnes with water. The residential 
district is as a rule a locality of spa- 
cious distances. Nearly all the dwel- 
lings are separated from each other, 
and if there Is water available, two or 
three engines can furnish all the pro- 
tection likely to be required. The weak- 
point in the city is the business dis- 
trict, say from Work street to the 
Causeway, and back as far as Van- 
couver street. A fire anywhere within 
this area may easily become so serious 
as to endanger property worth mil- 
lions of money, besides sending broad- 
cast over the residential parts of the 
city showers of cinders, which may do 
very great damage. This Is the part 
of the city which calls for immediate 
attention, a nil here action ought to be 
taken, no matter what Is done In the 
Way of redistribution of the ordinary 
service mains, or the securing of a 
now source of supply. Wo believe the 
way to furnish ample protection for 
this district is to make use of the ex- 
haUStlcss supply of water lying close 
at hand In the ocean, Mr. C. S. Bax-

To those Canadians, who have been 
identified, even in a minor way, with 
the progress of their country since 
that eventful day in 1S97 when the five 
eastern provinces formed themselves 
into a Dominion, the position which 
Canada occupies in the eyes of the 
world must be a source of profound 
gratification.

DANGEROUS BUSH FIRES 

Most Serious of Season Raging Close 
to Vancouver 

Vancouver, July 2-i. — Two of the 
rnost 'dangerous bush fires of the sea- 
son are raging close to the city. One 
atarted on tho eastern limits of Hast- 
ings townsite, and Is running rapidly 
in the; direction of Burnaby lake, while 
the o(her is sweeping up tho eastern 
side of Lynn Creek valley. 
, The Burnaby flro last night burned 
down two houses, a small cottago and 
a tool house belonging to the Brltls 
Columbia Electric Railway company, 
besides putting the Vancouver i 
North Vancouver electric lines out 
huslncss for over an hour. The burn 
eri buildings were located on tho Bar 
net roai at tho point where tho pow 
er company's transmission lines turn 
off from the Barnet road towards th 
Second Narrows. 

The fire running in Lynn valley 
threatens to do the greatest amoun 
of damage. It Is supposed to hav 
been started by trout fishermen. Yes 
terday tho flames ran up the valley 
•for half a mile, and last night they 
were within a quarter of a mile of th 
Rice Lake camp of the Hastings 
Shingle Manufacturing Company, and 
not one thousand yards north of the 
lire zone there are lying five thousand 
cords , of shingle-bolts worth at the 
least ?35,000. The wind is now driv 
ing the fire along In a northeasterly 
direction. 

'•If the wind shifts to tho south it 
does hot seem to mo that anything 
can save those shingle-bolts and the 
shingle camp," declared Warden Me 
Kay today. "If the fire runs over th 
short distance now between it and the 
camp - part of the shingle company' 
flume will also bo burned. The com 
pany has forty-five men at work try- 
ing to check the flames, and I also 
have Gomo men there. Wo are doin 
everything wo can, and if tho wind 
favors will get tho lire under con 
trol." 

Aparl from the burning- of the 
houses on the Barnet road last night 
no further damage has been done by 
the Burnaby fire. It is now running 
through waste towards Burnaby Lake 
Directly In the path of the flames 
however, are a number of small log- 
ging and shinglo camps which are 
supplying timber and bolts to tl 
small mills situated at Burnaby Lake. 
If the fire hits those camps a consld 
erabld amount of logs and bolts will 
he 'destroyed. Road Foreman Gunn 
and a largo gang of his men are fight 
ing this fire, which ran over a mile 
of ground yesterday, A number of 
deputy fire wardens were dispatched 
to the scene last night, and more went 
out this morning.

Wostern Oil & Coal Consolidated Se- 
cures First Payment. 

Vancouver, July 24.— r Tho sum of 
$-»,000 in ensh has just been paid tho 
Western Oil & Coal Consolidated by 
the Cobalt Mines & Exploration Syn- 
dicate, Ltd., of , London, England, by 
virtue of an agreement between tho 
two companies. This represents the 
first instalment of a $100,000 deal 
whereby tho Cobalt Syndicate buys 
80,000 shares of preferred oil stock at 
?10 a share and $320,000 of common 
stock at par. 

The agreement was ratified by yes- 
terday's annual meting of tho Western 
Oil & Coal' Consolidated, when the 
proxies of over sixteen hundred share- 
holders wore represented.

Pirates Steal River Nets. 

Vancouver, July 24. — Net stealing on 
the Fraser river and Gulf of Georgia 
has become a profitable pastime in the 
absence of either Dominion or provin- 
cial police patrol this season. The 
pirates are daily becoming bolder, and 
according to reports received from sev- 
eral canneries at least half a dozen 
nets were cut and stolen last night. 
Some of the thefts were. committed on 
tho river and some on the gulf. 

Although appealed to at least two 
months ago, the provincial authorities 
havo as yet taken no steps to estab- 
lish a police patrol on the river such 
as has been maintained in past years. 
In answer to complaints about this in- 
action tho provincial police authorities 
declare that nothing can bo dono till 
Attorney General Fulton goes to Vic- 
toria and it is thought by some of the 
canners that he may not get there till 
after the close of: the fishing- .season. 
In the meantime thd canners are pay- 
ing taxes and claim they are not re- 
ceiving the benefits to which they are 
entitled. 



Fatal Ending of Dobauch. 

Ashcroft, July 24.— Mlkami, tho 
Japanese who shot and killed his 
countryman, Hondo, at Bullion on July 
7 last, received his preliminary hearing 
at Quosnel Forks before Magistrate 
Stevenson on the 11th and was com- 
mitted for trial. Constable Field Yol- 
land of 150-Mlle House collected tho 
evidence and brought tho prisoner out 
as far as tho 150, where- ho was taken 
charge of by Chief Constable Burr of 
Ashcroft. Tho inquest, which was 
conducted by the coroner, Dr. Boyd, 
resulted in tho verdict that the de- 
ceased came to his death by shots fired 
from a pistol in tho hand of the pris- 
oner. 

The story of tho shooting, as near 
as can be ascertained from tho Japan- 
ese who we're witnesses of the affair, 
was that the dead man, Hondo, while 
under the influence of drink, attacked 
Mikami, who was stretched on his 
bunk, with a pocket knife, and ho, af- 
ter a struggle to defend himself, drew 
a pistol and fired three shots, one tak- 
ing effect la tho neck, another in the 
stomach and tho third In the Hip. 
The second shot proved fatal, and 
Hondo died after five hours without 
regaining consciousness sufficiently to 
mako a statement. 

None but Japanese wore eyewit- 
nesses of the tragedy, M. W. Lover- 
idge, who made the arrest, reaching 
the aceno of the shooting only after 
Ave minutes had elapsed, and it is 
pretty evident that their testimony 
will go to show that tho prisoner did 
tho shooting In self defence.

The Cariboo Ditches. 

Vancouver, July 24. — It is learned 
to-day that while the Guggenheims 
have ceased work on the Bullion, in 
tho Cariboo district, they have not 
closed down all their work In that 
camp. A largo force of men is still 
at work on the mine at Bullion, and 
explorations are still being carried on 
at a number of places on the placer 
properties of the company. 

It was tho original intention of the 
Guggenheims to build sixty miles of 
large ditches, and a contract for that 
work was let. About six miles of the 
ditches were built when orders were 
received to stop construction for the 
time being. The ditches built are now 
in use and from them plenty of water 
for present operations is being secured. 



VANCOUVER'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Extensions Last Year Undertaken Just 
in Time. 

Vancouver, July 24. — Steve Madison, 
sperlntendent of tho city waterworks, 
this morning commented on the posi- 
tion of Vancouver with regard to its 
water supply compared with that of 
Victoria, as shown by tho reports of 
tho Inadequate fire protection given 
yesterday, and New Westminster as 
shown in its council's edicts directing 
the conservation of the water supply 

"It is fortunate for the city," he 
said, "that the extensions of the Capi- 
lano system were undertaken last year. 
There were times then when We were 
more shaky than we cared to have 
the public know, and with tho larger 
population now to be served, and the 
long extended drouth which Is now on, 
our predicament this year, had not 
the additional supply been arranged 
for, would have been problematical. 

"As it is I now have tho pipes noz- 
zled on tho north side, and am at tho 
present moment constructing an addi- 
tional four-foot wasteway at the res- 
ervoir to carry off tho surplus which 
overflows during certain hours of the 
day." 



Lillooet Indian's Crime. 
Barkerville, July 24. — Further de- 
tails of the shooting affray, In Cariboo 
have just come to hand. It is alleged 
that about midnight of July 14th, 
Johnny Scotchman, a Lillooet Indian, 
shot and killed Edward, another In- 
dian, in Johnny's hut at the ranchorie 
near Barkerville. Jimmy Duffy and a 
kloochman named Lizzie were the only 
other persons in tho hut at tho time; 
all hands were drunk, of course. Tho 
murdered man was shot with a 44- 
callbre rifle while lying in bed. Im- 
mediately after the murderer came out 
of the hut and was disarmed by two 
other .Indians who had been attracted 
to. the scene by - hearing the shot. 
Johnny stayed around the - rancherlo 
until morning, when ho took to the 
brush with another rifle and some 
grub and stayed out all day, but came 
in and surrendered at evening. 

Duffy, who was wanted as a wit- 
ness at the coroner's Inquest, also left 
town the next morning- after tho mur- 
der. Nothing Is known as to tho 
cause of the killing; perhaps it was 
just whisky, but it may havo been a 
combination of whisky and jealousv, 
as Johnny's wife is a hard lot. Ho had 
been freighting from Quosnel all sum- 
mer and was supposed to be a quiet, 
peaceablo Slwash. 

Edward was from Ashcroft, where 
ho had a wife and four children. The 
evening preceding his death he ar- 
rived at Barkerville with a waggon 
load of freight and was drunk during 
tho whole of his last brief sojourn' in 
tho town.

Turpontine Company to Install a Thir- 
ty Thousand Dollar Plant 

Now Westminster, July 24. — The an- 
nouncement was made on Saturday 
that the International Turpentino Co., 
Ltd., who for the last three months 
has been demonstrating in Suppcrton 
have decided to Install a $30,000 plant. 
The three months' trial- that tho new 
system has been undergoing has prov- 
ed more successful than the promo- 
ters had hoped for and the orders have 
been rolling In so fast that the present 
small plant is entirely unablo to cope 
with the demand. The company will 
produco many saleable lines but their 
leading ones will be a first class tur- 
pentine unequalled by any other mako, 
and a paint oil which has been proved 
tho equal of linseed oil. Another pro- 
duct which will havo a large salo is a 
fir rubber and this Is said to bo an 
excellent substitute for the real thing 
in all eleqtrical work, tils prlco will be 
far lower than real rubber and this no 
doubt will have a largo sale in this 
electrical age. Besides tho above 
mentioned the factory will turn out 
creosoto oil, tar, rosin, and charcoal. 
Since tho method of extraction has 
proved so satisfactory. It is impossible 
for tjils firm to do otherwise than 
mako money as their raw material Is 
practically only worthless refuse from 
mills and logging camps and can be 
secured almost for the hauling away. 
Their promises are situate at Sapper- 
ton noar tho Burnette saw mills. The 
plant was closed down last week for 
tho necessary alterations in connec- 
tion with tho installation of tho now 
machinery, which Is now on order and 
is expected to be rendy for running in 
about two months. The company has 
been formed nhnut three months and 
there Is still a little stock left to be 
sold, but the main bulk, of the shares 
are held in large parcels by influen- 
tial local men. These works are like- 
ly to be tho fore-runner of a large in- 
dustry in the province as the idea of 
tho company is to install many such 
plants. As the raw material in this 
province is unlimited and the demand 
for their products is always very great 
an industry of tills description will do 
much toward the development of this 
town, as a large number of men will 
bo employed In the concern which al- 
ways have sufficient orders on hand 
to keep the plant running.

Kootonay Railway Construction 

Pernio, July 24.— Mr. J. M. Walter, 
jr., chief locating engineer of the 
Southeast Kootenny Railway, was in- 
terviewed by your correspondent to- 
day, and stated that tho subject of th 
railway Is to open up and develop the 
coalfields of the Flathead district and 
convey the coal and coke from there 
to the markets In the south and west. 

The route will traverse the south 
fork of the Michel Crock and join the 
C. P. P. line at McGillivray, thence 
south to Fernle and on to Butte, Mont. 

The grade Is comparatively easy, 
tho greatest being about 1 per cent, 
The route along the Michel Creek is 
wooded, and comparatively level, no 
very great cuts or fills having to be 
handled. , 

The coal in the 'Flathead, district Is 
owned chlofly by pernio parties, and 
is regarded as almost unlimited. The 
road will bo prepared to ship a thou- 
sand tons of coal and two thousand 
tons of coke per day.' 

Being asked- when construction 
would commence, Mr. Walter stated 
that as soon as the location was com- 
pleted and tho estimates made out, 
but at least two months would bo re- 
quired to do this. Fifteen miles of the 
road have already been located, and 
tho work Is being pushed with the 
greatest expedition.

INTERESTING LAW POINT. , 

Can an American Court Annul a Can- 
adian Marriage? 

Vancover, July 24.— Can an Ameri- 
can court annul a Canadian marriage? 
Reuben Watts, of Vancouver, raises 
this interesting question as respondent 
to the petition for divorce which Mary- 
Watts Is to-day seeking from Mr. Jus- 
tice Clement. 

The most that Reuben will admit is 
that ho went through a form of mar- 
rlngo in AVhatcom county, Washing- 
ton, In October, 1004. But this, he 
now contends, was not a valid mar- 
riago because the lady ho accepted as 
his wife had a husband living in Nic- 
ola, B. C, and that while this first 
husband was domiciled In British Co- 
lumbia she could not be legally domi- 
ciled In Washington, the court of that 
state could therefore have no jurlsldc- 
tlon, and tho decree of divorce which 
It presumed to grant in' 1903 is of no 
effect. So Reuben says ho is not prop- 
erly the respondent not being legally 
tho husband, and that John Dundas 
of Nicola, to whom tho petitioner was 
married In 1S93, Is still her husband. 

To this end Reuben produced John 
in court today. 

The chief object of this pleading- is 
to havo tho court declare a nullity of 
marriage, or as the respondent would 
havo it, that the Washington ccro- 
mony of October, 1004, was merely a 
form.' With such a Judgment of the 
court rather than a decroo of divorce, 
C. M. Woodworth, counsel for the de- 
fendant, will contend that permanent 
alimony which Is claimed by the peti- 
tioner, cannot bo granted. 

For tho petitioner Mr. J. A. Russell, 
K. C., is content with either a decree 
of divorce or a nullity of marriage and 
iMU 1 argue that permanent alimony 
can be given in tho last as well as the 
first and will cite a number of cases 
in support of this contention. 

Whether or not tho Washington 
court had jurisdiction to grant tho 
decroo of J 903 \«lien the first husband 
was domiciled In British Columbia and 
took no part in that court proceeding 



Rich Mine at Camp McKinney 

Phoenix, B. C July 24. — Dan Pat- 
terson, of the Phoenix synldicato, op- 
erating tho Le Rol-McKinney mine lo- 
cated a few miles from Camp McKin- 
ney, has just came down from the 
property, where development work 
has been going on for the last two 
months. Experienced mining men are 
of the opinion that tho syndicate has 
secured a property that is of great 
value, that only requires systematic 
development to place it in the class 
with tho big ones. 

Tho force of men employed has con- 
fined itself largely to crosscutting the 
known large copper ledge, going 
through twelve or fifteen feet of wash 
to do this. This ledge has been un- 
covered for fully ninety feet In width 
and several hundred feet in length, 
with, well defined hanging and foot 
walls. 

Closo to . tho hanging wall there are 
eight feet of ore carrying native silver 
and four feet carrying free gold both 
of which can be plainly seen with th* 
naked eye, the rest of the ledge carry- 
ing values In copper. Tests of the 
ore are now being made, but obvious- 
ly they will run high. 

Near tho hanging wall a shaft has 
been started which is now down about 
thirty-five feet, and will bo continued 
to the one hundred foot level, when 
crosscuts will bo driven. Tho syndi- 
cate expects shortly to install machtn- 
y to expedite the development. 
About tho middle of May this syn- 
dicate of ten Phoenicians, consisting 
entirely of practical mfon employed 
In tho Phoenix mines, secured a bond 
for ?;10,000 on this Lo Rol from James 
Copeland, tho owner. Tho whole 
amount of tho bond, $30,000, Is pay- 
able at the termination of a term 
specified, but the document contains 
tho peculiar provision that the ven- 
dor shall receive as a bonus $100 per 
month for every month that tho bond 
runs, about three years. Tho mine 
looked so favorable, however, that the 
purchasers worG only too glad to take 
hold of It, and at once started work. 
Being but five miles from the V., V. 
& E. Railway, there will bo little dif- 
ficulty about transportation when the 
mine Is prepared to furnish tonnage.

Great interest is being taken in the 
special meeting of tho city council, 
which has been called by the mayor 
for this evening to consider and adopt 
the measures which seem best calcu- 
lated to remove tho danger arising 
from the lack of water for fire pro- 
tection. The chief item on the of- 
ficial programme is the proposed by- 
law authorizing the redistribution of 
the water mains at a cost of $250,000. 
It is an admitted fact that the pres- 
ent system of mains is' entirely inade- 
quate, quite apart from the question 
of water supply, but tho city engineer 
has worked out a plan which, if car- 
ried Into effect, will put the mechanical 
part of tho system on a sound basis. 

But the water question has two as- 
pects, both of which will bo discussed 
tonight. Hitherto the chief cry has 
been for more water for domestic pur- 
poses. The citizens have been beg- 
ging that their lawns bo saved and tho 
beauty for which A r ictoria is deserved- 
ly famed bo unimpaired. But tho 
events of this week have brought home 
to everyono the more important, be- 
cause vital, matter of fire protection. 
And it is this phase of the question 
upon which the city fathers will be ex- 
pected to use their best brains to- 
night. 

Tho whole question of Atetoria's wa- 
ter supply cannot well be solved this 
evening, though alternative schemes 
will undoubtedly be brought forward 
and threshed out. The fate of the 
Esquimau water supply is still in' the 
balanco awaiting the pleasure of the 
privy council and tho council cannot 
at the present stage very well go ahead 
with permanent plans until the de- 
cision of tlie court is known. In order, 
If possible, to expedite this decision 
tho city solicitor, by order of the 
mayor, yesterday cabled tho London 
lawyers representing the city Inform- 
ing thetn that the city had narrowly 
oscaped a great catastrophe owing to 
the shortage of water, pointing out 
that as long as the situation was un- 
changed the city would continue In 
a perilous condition and instructing 
them to lay these facts before the 
judges in the hope, of inducing thorn 
to deliver a speedy judgment. The 
judicial members of the privy council 
aro deliberate in their actions, and are 
naturally constantly occupied with 
weighty matters, but it is hoped they 
may see their way to deliver judgment 
speedily even if the case has to be 
taken up out of its turn. The case 
was argued about two weeks ago. 

It is generally felt, however, that 
the city cannot afford to wait to de- 
velop a new system without, making 
some immediate provision for fire pro- 
tection, at any rate In the congested 
districts, and plans to provide for 
present emergencies will bo discussed. 
What appears to be tho most simple, 
economical and efficient plan so far 
before the pulle is that suggested by 
Mr. Baxter, whose letter on the sub- 
ject appeared in yesterday's Colonist. 
Tho original of the. letter is now in 
tho possession of the city council and 
the plan will bo discussed tonight. 
Mayor Morley was asked yesterday 
by a Colonist reporter what he thought 
of the plan and whether ho Intended 
to give It his support, but tho mayor 
declined to commit himself In advance 
or In any way prejudice tho action of 
the council. He preferred, he said, 
to reserve his remarks and opinions 
for the council chamber, when the 
whole question will be thoroughly gnno 
into, and tho various plans compared 
and weighed.

Evidence in Suit Against Marine 
Railway Was Taken 

Yesterday. 

■ 

! — = . 

The action brought by Robert Stew- 
art, against tho British Columbia Ma- 
rino Railway Company, Limited, to re- 
cover possession of baggage alleged to 
bo wrongfully detained by the defend- 
ants and in addition damages to the 
extent of $100, was given Its second 
hearing In the county court before His 
Honor Judge Lampman and a jury 
yesterday. The case was originally 
heard last month when the jury were 
unable to agree upon a verdict. It was 
again taken up earlier in tho month 
and then was adjourned to permit of a 
commission issuing to take evidence 
In Toronto. Y/osterday afternoon all 
the evidence in tho suit, was taken and 
this morning the counsel will make 
their addresses. J. 10. Bird of Vancou- 
ver is conducting tho case for the 
plaintiff and D. E. Eborts, K. C, Is 
defending. There are nine similar 
suits pending, awaiting tho result of 
the present ease. 

The plaintiff is one of a parly of old 
country shlpjolnors brought out hero 
from Toronto to work for the British 
Columbia Marine Railway Company. 
Tho company advanced their fares 
fiom Toronto, but retained their bag- 
gago checks a;; security. When the 
men arrived hero they found a strlko 
In progress and refused to go to work. 
Tho company thereupon declined to 
surrender their baggage checks. 

Only half a dozen witnesses were 
called. The pfaintiffs had three- R. 
Stewart, A. Mulr and R. Ferguson, all 
shlpjolnors, who swore that they came 
out hero in Ignoranco of tho fact that 
there was a strike, having been led to 
believe differently. 

At tho conclusion of tho case for the 
plaintiff and just as Mr. Eborts pro- 
ceeded to outline his defence, Mr. Bird 
aroso and stated that ho was prepared 
tc admit a counterclaim of 511.50 in 
the case of each of tho men, the 
amount of their ticket money from To- 
ronto, "Just to show that the men are 
honest and willing to pay their debts." 

The proposition was rather a sur- 
prise to Mr. Eborts and ho asked the 
reason for it. 

"You have charged these men with 
having acted in bad faith," said Mr. 
Bird, "and have dona so in the pres- 
ence of the jury, and I desire to show 
that they are prepared to meet their 
debts. These men *icver contracted 
with the British Co.'umbla Marine 
Railway Company, but li&; r lng learned 
since that the Employers' j.csoclatlon 
of Toronto bought their tickc'.j and 
had since drawn on Mr. Bullen for Ch« 
amount Involved, they are quite pre 
pared to ropay Mr. Bullen. In retury 
I would like a stay of proceedings fot 
thirty days." 

"In case the plaintiff recovers in thl* 
action, the defendant will have tlit 
Judgment for tho ticket money as t, 
counterclaim," remarked his honor. 

"Of what use Is it to get judgment 
against men who nro not worth any- 
thing at . all?" ' replied Mr. Eborts. 

"Then you decline the offer?" asked 
his honor. 

I most certainly do," responded Mr. 
Eborts. 

The evidence of the commission 
taken in Toronto was put In by Mr. 
Eborts at tho outset of tho defence. 
H. D. Scully, assistant secretary of the 
Canadian Manufacturers' association, 
testified that ho had received instruc- 
tions by wire from the British" Colum- 
bia Railway company to provido the 
men with railway tickets and. retain 
their baggage checks. The total 
amount was $420.50. Tho witness said 
that the plaintiff Stewart had read this 
telegram showing that the baggage 
checks were to bo retained as security. 
He admitted that the men had asked 
If there were any labor troubles and 
ho replied that there v.-ere none that 
he knew about. 

After the reading of this evidence 
H. C. Bullen, secretary of the defend- 
ant, company, went on the stand. He 
detailed at length his dealings with 
the men and was in the box for some 
lime. During his cross-examination by 
Mr. Bird there were some lively tilts. 
Mr. Bullen remarked in giving his 
opinion of the men's decision to refuse 
to, go to work "that they acted as 
though they were ashamed of them- 
selves." 

Mr. Bird objected to the term and 
Mr. Bullen added that It was not cus- 
tomary for men of that stamp to ad- 
mit they were ashamed. 

Again Mr. Bird took exception. 

"Wo have always had the reputation 
of treating our men fairly," returned 
Mr. Bullen. 

"Another grandstand play," was Mr. 
Bird's comment. 

"What do you know about these men 
anyway, to blacken their character in 
this fashion?" inquired Mr. Bird. 

Mr. Bullen entered Into a lengthy 
explanation which drew from Mr. Bird 
the remark that he was 
fr.ictory witness."

SEVERE VOLCANIC 



New Island Thrown Up 
Tonga Group 



ACTION, 
n Sea Near 



Sydney, X. S. W„ July 25. — Reports 
from Tonga Islands say seven columns 
of volcanic eruptions were visible at 
sea for two weeks recently from the 
Island of Tongatabu within an area of 
two miles. Tho eruption has been ac- 
companied by a continuous roaring 
nolso and frequent explosions. Black 
pumice stones In largo quantities wore 
thrown as far as Nakualoa, the capi- 
tal of Tongatabu, a distance of thirty 
miles. 

The Tongan government Gazette 
states that land Is forming around the 
scene of the eruption and It Is believ- 
ed that a new island is in the progress 
of formation. 

The Tonga, or Friendly Islands, aro 
In the South Pacific ocean, lying 
southeast of Fiji. In October, 1S85 a 
violent submarine volcanic eruption 
took place about forty-eight miles 
northwest, of Nukul'ofa, resulting In tho 
emergence of an island nearly three 
miles In length by one In width. 



Plans for the rebuilding of the 
burned section have not yet been gen- 
erally formulated, though considerable 
building will be witnessed there in 
tho near future. J. Mellor intends to

Tho delay is quite natural and duo 
to a variety of causes. People can 
hardly settle down to building plans 
before they have found their furni- 
ture and many household effects were 
mixed up and misplaced In the hurry 
of removal and are still being searched 
for by their owners. Insurance mat- 
ters also are not adjusted yet, and 
there is, too, a degree of uncertainty 
as to the conditions under which 
building will be permitted. It is. known 
that tho city council have decided to 
enlarge the fire limits, and a bylaw 
will be introduced cither tonight or 
.at tho regular meeting on Monday ex- 
tending them to take In at least the 
blocks between Government street and 
tho harbor and as far out as Discov- 
ery street and possibly further. This 
will effect the burned area. Tho 
council have about decided also 
amend tho regulations in regard to 
building outside the fire limits, thus 
iringing the practice hero up to the 
standard of all other important con 
tres. All persons desiring to build 
will bo required to take out a permit 
after having first filed plans and an 
estimate of tho probable cost with the 
city. Naturally Intending builders 
wish to know exactly what regulations, 
if any, they will be required to comply 
with before going ahead with their 
plans. 

In tho me-.-.t'mo the appearance of 
tho burned blocks Is unchanged and 
the ground is still covered with debris, 
though tho flro department on Wed- 
nesday pulled down tho chimneys that 
woro left standing by the fire, and 
which at a distance made the place 
look not unlike the totem poles In an 
Indian graveyard. The destroyed 
telegraph poles, however, are being 
rapidly replaced and telephone com- 
munications which have boon serious- 
ly impaired are being restored as 
quickly as possible.

Rev. T. N. Thompson, who arrived 
by the Aki Maru from Hsu-chou-fu, 
in Tsingklangpu, on tho Yanktse-

Tho deaths due to famine could 
scarcely be estimated, owing to the 
failure of the Chinese to keep any 
records, but in the Tslngkiangpu dis- 
trict alone, it is said 10,000 died.

There was also about a million and a 
half taels from the foreign relief in 
money and grain. About $25,000 is 
being retained for relief next season, 
the hafvest being poor in the south, 
although good in northern Klangsu.

WESTERN WHEAT CROP 

Ottawa, July 2n.— Dr. "Win. Saunders 
director of experimental farms, has 
returned from a tour of inspection in 
Manitoba and tho west. Dr. Saunders 
does not share the pessimistic opin- 
ions recently published as to the 
crop shortage. He says the area in 
which partial failure Is expected ow- 
ing to drought Is a restricted one, 
and on the whole, after a careful re- 
view of the situation, he believes there 
will be a three-fourths crop. With 
wheat at its present prlco this will 
mean a larger cash return to the farm- 
er than ho received for the crop of 
last year. Even should some of the 
late sown grain become frosted It will 
fetch a price almost as high as was 
obtained for good wheat last sea- 
son. ' 



FAVORS THE OSE OF 
SALT WATER SYSTEM 



Ernest Edward of San Francisco 
Fire Department Expresses 
His Views 



P. Ernest Edwards of the. San Fran- 
cisco fire department, who was one 
of the volunteers working at the flro 
on Tuesday, said yesterday that the 
fire, if in San Francisco, would have 
been considered a third alarm lire and 
fifteen steamers would have been put. 
He said the best and cheapest way to 
secure fire protection in Victoria 
would bo to build mains to utilize salt 
water from the harbor In the con- 
gested business districts. A centri- 
fugal pump would bo necessary at tho 
electric light power house, and an ar- 
terial system of mains built with cross 
connections. 

"In San Francisco we expect to sec- 
uro the Installation of a combination 
fresh and salt water system in the 
congested business districts, and also 
to augmont tho present hydrant sys- 
tem, secure additional cisterns and 
private, water supplies, which will hold 
a million and a quarter gallons of 
water, and Qroboats which can be 
utilized for pumping at inlets on tho 
waterfront," said Mr. Edwards. 

"In Victoria, with the power already 
available, the cost of protection would 
be small. A centrifugal pump and the 
'""necessary mains would be all that 
would havo to be provided. You 
would not need a flreboat. I am told 
th'oro is a hill, about 300 feet high 
which could be utilized for a reser- 
voir, and this would greatly improve 
the lire protection. Such a distrib- 
uting reservoir holding from fifteen to 
twenty million gallons would be very 
desirable. The mains for the salt water 
system would need to be not less than 
eight Inches, probably with ono main 
of 10 inches and others ranging to 8 
inches. None should bo less than 
eight Inches. 

There should also bo many more 
hydrants. A mistake was made yes- 
terday in stating they should bo not 
moro than 500 yards apart; COO feet 
was meant.

No les's an authority than .Dr. . G. 
Stanley Hall, president of Clark uni- 
versity, Worcester, Mass., and profes- 
sor of physcology there, has come for- 
ward with the scientific theory of love, 
lie first took a census of 1,000 young 
lovers of all stations of life. Each one 
was asked what most endeared to him 
or to her the one particular object of 
affection. Here is what Dr. Hall has 
laid clown about scientific love and 
how It is produced. 

"The order of points specified as 
most admired in the other sex by tttfe 
young men and women in their teens 
is as follows: Eyes, hair, tooth, stat- 
ure and size, feet, brows, complexion, 
cheeks, form of hand, throat, ears, 
chin, hands, necks, nose, nails and even 
fingers and .shape of face. 

Students Rave of Hair 
" "In Drew's census of 350 love poems 
of college students, eyes and hair also 
lead, where kisses are often unreal 
and dreams fancied. Charms of hands, 
sweetheart's songs, pout, sigh, smile 
and even chewing gum are' also spec- 
ialized fascinations. 

"Eight per cent of the young men 
are susceptible to sloping slfouldors; 
7 per cent of the girls specif v broad 
shoulders; 10 per cent favor regular 
and 6 per cent white teeth: long 
•lashes charm 5 per cent of the young 
men; long, clean or pink finger nails 
arc often given; arched eyebrows 
among girls find a special susceptibil- 
ity In -1 per cent of the youths, while 
cowlicks charm 3 per cent. 

"Often the specializations of taste 
and preference lay great stress upon 
the color of the hair or shape of the 
hands or fingers. A nose slightly re- 
trousse, a long neck, prominent eyes, 
dimples and even freckle's have spe- 
cial erogenic Puvv'^t. 

Many Lured by Voice 
"Passing to movements or acts, the 
voice has far greater number of pre- 
ferences. Some are affected' by a high 
and some by a low voice; the rising In- 
flection, clearness, flexibility, a lisp, 
special intonations, accents or 'even 
dialects are often prepotent. Mode of 
laughing come next, ' while carriage, 
gait gesture, movement or roll of the 
eyes', noise of the head and shoulders, 
mode "of fanning, use of handkerchief, 
holding the dress, way of sitting or 
sighing may each have a special pre- 
eminence. 

"In dress or toilet, hair leads, and 
length, mode of parting, dressing, 
curling or bows are detailed. Kings, 
bracelets and ribbons come next, with 
the girls; and with the boys clothes 
that fit, especially those at the should- 
ers and waists. Canes, glasses, clean 
linen, white handkerchiefs, pronounc- 
ed style In the hats and even para- 
sols, mode of wearing watch charms, 
style of collars, frizzles or colls, neat- 
ness — all have their adherents. 

"Conversely, dislikes are no less 
pronounced: Prominent deep-set eye- 
lids, fullness of neck, ears that stand 
out, brows that meet, broad or long 
feet, high choek bones, light eyes, 
large nose, small stature, Ions: neck 
or teeth, bushy brows, pimples, red 
hair and a score of other points. 

"Of abhorred habits the following 
lead: Snuffing, lisping, rolling of eyes, 
loud voice, 'er and 'um-ing, pausing in 
talk, gesticulation, sarcastic smiles, 
hard or tasteless laugh, stiffness in 
movement and swaggering. 

"Other dislikes are: Earrings worn 
by men; lost teeth; neglect of style, 
bangs, thumb rings, ' hat on side In 
man, short hair In woman, baldness, 
ultra style, clothes that do not fit, 
monocles, flashy tics, untidy linen, 
handkerchiefs in colors, fur and 
rings, for men and cheap and coarse 
dross. • • ■ 

"Resemblance to animals play a 
great and surprising role in adoles- 
cence among dislikes. Resemblances 
suggested by face, voice, motion, or 
character arc monoy, dog, parrot, plg,^ 



bird, peacock, cat, hen, donkey, sheep, 
robbit, bear and fox. 

"Qualities disliked are impertinence, 
flattery, ■ affectations, boldness, com- 
plaints; , bashfulriess, languor, criti- 
cism, deliberation, overgallantry and 
frankness. 

Trivial Traits Magnified 
"These are the alphabet or socio- 
logical material or which romantic 
love, is so largely composed. Where 
trivial they often eclipse great quali- 
ties, .and one trait may be magnified 
beyond all bounds. 

"Normally social preferences no 
doubt are often consciously and still 
more unconsciously associated with 
liking for individuals. They are In- 
stinctively organized parts of a largo 
whole, so that when one who embodies 
in. his or her own person most of these 
traits Is met with, loyc may suddenly 
recognize and focus on Its "own. Love 
is in this view the practical culmina- 
tion of self-knowledge which is aware 
of defects. 

"I find the following definitions by 
alienists of love of the kind that Is 
described In novels: Emotive delusion, 
fixed idea, rudimentary paranoia, psy- 
chic neurasthenia, psychic emotive 
obsession and episodic symptoms of 
hereditary degeneracy. In any case 
aesthetic taste Is unconsciously being 
cultivated over a wide range of topics. 

"Female coyness and reluctance or 
refusal is so : deep-seated as to belie 
the biblical Imputation that this sex 
made the first advances. The world 
owes to her the precious and primal 
motive of reserve. All through the 
animal series she leads. 

"Modesty is at root mode, and wo- 
man Is its priestess. 

"It is on these laws, written and un- 
written, that coquetry loves to play 
It flees, but flees in a circle, or to ex- 
cite pursuit It resists, but so as to pro- 
voke conquests." 



PEACE RIVER COLONY 

Large Party Going Up From Edmon- 
ton to Homestead 

Edmonton, July IS. — (Special corre- 
spondence)— On Saturday next a party 
of about fifty land-seekers will leave 
Ibis city for the Peace River district 
to take up homesteads in that fertile 
region. Tlio party will be in charge of 
H. H.' Lamptnan, local manager of the 
Peace River Colonization & Land De- 
velopment company, of Montreal. They 
will be guided to the place where the 
homesteads may be taken up by Peter 
Tompkins, of White Fish lake, who Is 
being sent out by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to locate the land an 1 take 
tile filings of the settlers who wish to 
take up homesteads. 

The way in which the Montreal 
company got this concession frwm the 
government Is an old story. It was 
originally given to the Jesuits In 
Montreal, and included a tract of land 
twenty-four miles, square, about sixty 
miles southeast of Dunvegan, on the 
Peace river. Tile land was given on 
the understanding that, the even num- 
bered sections should belong to the 
government, and would be thrown 
open for homesteadlng. If the com- 
pany took out fifty settlers In the 
first year and a certain number each 
subsequent year and settled them on 
this land, they would receive a free 
grant of the odd numbered sections. 
The Jesuits could not finance the 
scheme, so the Peace River Coloniza- 
tion company was formed, composed 
of Canadians, backed by American 
capital. The expedition now being 
planned is the lirst step of. the com- 
pany to secure these concessions. 

Considerable interest Is being taken 
In this first extensive attempt to col- 
onize the famous Peace River coun- 
try. Mr, Lamptnan receives constant 
inquiries fit his office at the St. 
James hotel, and already a large party 
has been formed. Many others will 
arrive In the city this week from the 
States and will leave with the party 
on Saturday.

NEW EXPERIMENTAL 
FARMS FOR EAST 



Dr. 



Saunders Selecting Sites 
—Talks Freely on Crop 
Situation. 



The Winnipeg Free Press in Us is- 
sue of Saturday last ha3 the follow- 
ing: 

Dr. Saunders, the director of the ex- 
perimental farms of Canada, arrived 
In the city yesterday from the. West 
and left again on the evening' train 
for the East. The work which called 
Dr. Saunders West during the pres- 
ent summer was chiefly that of ex- 
amining proposed sites for the new 
experimental farms on Vancouver Isl- 
and and In northern Saskatchewan. 
The selection is made by the minister 
on the basis of the information se- 
cure! and the exact location of the 
new institutions will not be deter- 
mined for some time to come. 

"On my present trip through the 
northern portion of Saskatchewan," 
said Dr. Saunders to the Free Press, 
"I was accompanied by Sir. McKay, 
of the farm at Indian Head. To- 
gether we went through a large por- 
tion of the province and examined a 
number of locations for the farm. 
There are several features which are 
desirable in connection with the loca- 
tion of one of these institutions. It 
must be near the line of railway, so 
thnt It can be seen from the passing 
trains. It Is desirable also that it 
should be near enough to a depot to 
that visitors will not be required to 



Alfalfa Under Irrigation 

"Wo shall also conduct experiments 
at the Lethbridgo farm in connection 
with the cultivation of alfalfa under! 
irrigation. Mr. Fairfield, the superln- i 
tondent, had considerable experience l 
in connection with the growing of al- j 
falfa, which he raised on his own 
farm prior to taking over the govern- j 
mcnt farm.. We anticipate that the I 
growing of alfalfa under Irrigation I 
will be one of the chief Interests of; 
that country in years to come. 

"All the smaller fruits will be grown 
and experiments will bo made with 
nil varieties of the hardy apples. A 
large number of ornamental shrubs 
have nlso been aired ly set out. Dry 
farming will be practiced, with the 
use of packers for the conserving of 
the moisture. 

"At Lacombo we have one hundred 
and sixty acres of land, beautifully 
situated/ so that there is a view af- 
forded of a largo portion of the siir 
rounllng country. The farm Is In 
plain view from the railway trains 
and Is within a mile of the depot. A 
portion of the land had been cultlvat 
od for a number of years, but on 
work began only last spring. We arc 
now erecting the necessary buildings 
and there Is still a little of the land 
to break. 

Cannot Be Full Crop 

"The plan of the government at the 
present time apparently ,1s to estab- 
lish smaller farms and to place them 
in any locality where there exists a 
sufficient difference In the climate, 
etc., to make It necessary, and wher- 
ever a farm woul l be of benefit to the 
surrounding community. 

"The work of the older farms at 
Brandon, Indian Head and Agassi'/., it 
Is needless to say, is going forward 
under very favorable conditions." 

"Being asked in reference to the 
wheat crop Ju the districts visited by 
them, Dr. Saunders staled that It was,

hire livery teams to visit it. It Is ai- 
so requisite that it should bo the cen- 
tre of a considerable population, 
which will bo benefited by it. 
Many Placos Inspected 

"In the course of our investigation 
we visited Prince Albert, Tlsdalc, 
Duck Lake, Rosthern and North Bat- 
tleford. Other points at which it is 
possible that a farm might be located 
were visited by me during my trip 
through the country last year. 

"On Vancouver Island I spent a 
week doing work there similar to that 
which I did in northern Saskatche- 
wan. During the trip through the 
Island I was accompanied by Mr. 
Sharpc, of the experimental farm at 
Agassiz. 

"In all I have spent eight weeks in 
the AVest, visiting all the farms once 
and two of thorn twice, the latter oe- 
jng the two now farms at Lethbridgo 
and Lacombe. Al. both of these farms 
we are engaged at the present time In 
building operations, putting up resi- 
dences for the superintendents and 
men, and barns and stables. At Leth- 
bridgo we have a farm of four hun- 
dred acres of which one hundred and 
fifty acres have been plowed and will 
be ready for seeding next year. We 
havo already begun the experiments 
at this farm In connection with the 
raising of winter wheat. Our plan is 
to sow small quantities of tills wheat 
at various times during the summer 
and fall in order to determine at what 
period it can bo 'sown to the best 
advantage. A quantity of wheat was 
sown luring the present month, and 
nioro will be sown in August. Vari- 
eties of spring wheat will bo sown In 
March ami April next.

of course, Impossible lo expect a full 
crop. About two-thirds or three- 
fourths of the wheat hal boon sown in 
good time, not too late, and the most 
of this looked well. A portion had 
been sown too late anil this would not 
mature.

The 
growth was excellent and a largo pro- 
portion of the grain was now heading 
out Yellow spots were showing In 
places, but -there had been heavy 
showers since, which would help the 
situation. A large proportion of the 
grain hal been sown four weeks later 
than ' usual, hut with the exception 
of that which bad boon sown very 
late, the grain was not more than ten 
days behind, and it seemed probable 
that some of this would yet be made 
up. The winter wheat was examined 
In the region of Raymond and Card- 
ston, and the spring wheat from Cal- 
gary to Lacombe. ' The line was also 
covered from Regina to Prince Albert, 
from Prince Albert to Tlsdalo . an] 
from Battleford to Winnipeg. In all 
this country careful observations 
were 'made, and the report of the con- 
dition of tlie grain was favorable.

Dawson, July 12. — (Special Corres- 
pondence) — O. B. Perry, general man- 
ager of tho Yukon Consolidated Com- 
pany and all the Guggenheim inter- 
ests in the Klondike, who has arrived 
from New York to spend several 
weeks in Dawson and -vicinity, says 
that It is the intention of the company 
to continue operations on its enter- 
prises near Dawson without Interrup- 
tion. Ho says: 

"The heavy investments wo havo 
made hero are not to lie Idle. We de- 
sire to get tho ground into producing 
condition as quickly as possible, and 
with It salm in view are preparing to 
install considerable new equipment 
this season. As is generally known In 
Dawson, our long pipe line, covering 
fifty-seven -miles from the Intake on 
Twelve-Mile to tho brow of the left 
limit of the Klondike, will be able to 
supply us with the 'mcans of tearing 
down thousands of cubic yards of 
gravel on some of the richest creeks 
of the camp. We hope to have the 
water running through that line and 
In use by the close of tho season, but 
It may not be of much service to us 
until the beginning of the season of 
1909. 

"As to the dredging, we shall Install 
the machines as rapidly as we can get 
them hero, after determining tho most 
advantageous points at which to place 
them. AV,o are also installing this 
season a numebr of electrical gravel 
conveyors' on upper Bonanza, for the 
use of lifting gravels to be worked in 
the creek bottom by aid of hydraulic 
head. This work Is somewhat experi- 
mental, particularly for this country, 
but we have hopes of proving it one 
of the most efficient and economical 
methods of work under tho conditions 
which It is to confront. 

We are limited somewhat in our 
ambitions In this line by the capacity 
of the factories. Tho general prosper- 
ity of the United States and Canada Is 
making such pressing demands on all 
dredge and other factories that it is 
exceedingly difficult to get such 
equipment at tho highest prices.. The 
foundries where the steel parts are 
made are especially behind In their 
orders. The many labor strikes have 
contributed largely to the delays. 

"The present season we plan to In 
stal four dredges in this camp The 
work on this and on our other enter 
prises here will bo continued as late 
In the fall as It will be possible for the 
men to work to advantage." 

Road to Connect Dawson. 
The new railway of Mackenzie & 
Mann, which is to be built from Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan, to Fort Church- 
hill to form a link in tho connection 
of Canada with England through the 
great northern water course and over 
the short line by way of Hudson bay, 
has engaged John W. Astley, who ran 
the preliminary survey for the Klon- 
dike Mines railway, and who was man- 
ager of the road last year. Mr. Astloy 
is enthusiastic. He says: 

"From Edmonton or anywhere else 
In Northern Alberta along the route of 
the Grand Trunk or some other near- 
by railway tho distance to Dawson 
will be In round numbers 1,000 miles. 
With such a road constructed Dawson- 
Ites could roll out from the heart of 
Klondike to Winnipeg or Chicago in 
the time It now takes to go to White 
Horse on a steamer of the fastest class. 
They could make Now York by train 
in the time it now is required to make 
Skagway. Throe to five days to the 
heart of tho continent, to tin; greatest 
cities of tho states or Canada would 
be easy. It would put Dawson in the 
world. 

"The government owes it lo the 
Yukon to retrieve this part of the vast 
portion of the north. It might cost 
something for the initial outlay, but 
the greater portion of the road would 
immediately opon a wonderfully rich 
domain. The first 1)50 miles would be 
through a land In which temperate 
conditions exist where the ground Is 
frozen to no unusual depth, and where 
the finest grazing, wheat, fruit and 
other horticultural and agricultural 
advantages prevail, as well its timber. 
Tho last G50 miles would be through a 
country now known chiefly as a min- 
eral belt. From this land we hope to 
pour a vast ' mineral resource; The 
wealth is here, an dthe road is needed 
for the development"

UNPROTECTED RAILROADS 

Great Contrast Between American and 
British Lines 

Discussing a remedy for the increas- 
ing railway disasters In tho United 
States, Carl Swyder, says in Every- 
body's: 

'In England under the law every 
mile of passenger track on roads oper- 
ating more than a single, engine is cov- 
ered with block signals. That law has 
been on the statue books for 17 years. 
In contrast with this, consider the fact 
as regards the United States as a 
whole: 

"In this country not one-quarter of 
the total mileage is covered by any 
block-signal at all. ■ 

"The Railway Age, of Chicago, in a 
recent issue makes tile talulation. Tt 
shows that out of about 220,000 miles 
of main track only 511,000 miles are pro- 
tected, and of this 41,227 miles, or near- 
ly four-fifths, have simply the primi- 
tive manual telegraph block, in which 
the block usually extends from one 
station to tho other, one operator hav- 
ing no mechanical control of another, 
and which, be it said in large part is 
utilized only In the .daytime. 

"Of the modern automatic block, or 
what is known at the Controlled Man- 
ual block, there are only about 11,000 
miles, all told, and of this about one- 
quarter' Is on one system — the Union 
Pacific-Southern Pacific. 

"All the rest, more than three-quar- 
ters of the whole, is Operated by tho 
antiquated and hopelessly Inadequate 
"train-order" system."

One New Empress Not Considered 
Sufficient for Service on 
the Pacific 



Managors of C. P. R. Steamships Will 
Move Office From Montreal to 
Port on the Mersey 



Tlio announcement that a new Em- 
press, larger and faster than the three 
now In service for the C. P. It., will 
be built by Arthur Piers, manager of 
the steamship sen-ices of the C. P. R-, 
of which news was given yesterday, is 
not considered as satisfactory as those 
interested in tlio improvement of the 
C. P. H. service on the Pacific ocean 
would have wished. One new Em- 
press is not considered sufficient. Two 
at least, three preferably, are necessary 
if the C. P. R. is. to continue to be the 
leading passenger' line across the east- 
ern ocean. The. three Empresses now 
In scrvico have been used for sixteen 
years, and although tho present fast 
schedule which has been in effect since 
tho now Overseas mail service began 
would have been easily carried out 
when the steamers were new, it Is now 
trying .the vessels severely. In the 
winter months it is difficult to main 
tain tho 'fast service. 

It was stated some time ago that 
it was the intention of tho company 
to build at ' least . two new Empresses 
for the Pacific, each to bo tho equal 
of the Empress of Ireland and Em- 
press of Britain which are in use on 
tho Atlantic ocean. A report came 
from Montreal later that plans for the 
two vessels., had been approved, and 
now, on the return of Mr Piers from 
England, It Is stated that plans are 
in course of preparation for one new 
Empress. 

News is received from Montreal that 
the headquarters of the C. P. R. steam- 
ship services is to.be moved from tho 
St. Lawrence port to Liverpool. The 
Montreal- Star of Saturday last says: 

"That Liverpool will in the future be 
the headquarters for the C. P. R. 
steamship trade is stated by Mr. Ar- 
thur Piers, manager of the C. P. R. 
Atlantic Steamship lines, who arrived 
in the city yesterday, having come over 
from Liverpool mi the Empress of Bri- 
tain. The change, Mr. Piers states, is 
merely tho result -of the drift of travel. 
There - are more passengers coming 
west than going east and so there is 
naturally a better opportunity to direct 
operations from a "British than a Can- 
adian point. . Then, too, any building 
of new steamships must bo done in 
British yards. Mr Piers therefore will 
shortly leave -for 'England 'to make his 
headquarters permanently at the Mer- 
sey port. 

,"No siateme'nt was made as to the 
building of new vessels. An announce- 
ment was made some time ago that 
tliere' would bp an order placed, for o:ie 
or two liners for tho .Pacific, but both 
on this and on the possible need of 
others for the Atlantic, Mr. Piers was 
not disposed to say very much. 

"As to making Three Rivers the St. 
Lawrence terminus of the Empress 
vessels, Mr. Piers was equally non- 
committal. Neither at Quebec, nor 
Montreal, ho said, were conditions very 
satisfactory, but a thorough investi- 
gation of tho possibilities at Three 
Rivers would have to bo made before 
any change could be decided on.

Sir James Mills, who wont to Eng- 
land to attend tho Colonial Naviga- 
tion conference and to arrange for 
tho despatch of the steamer Mara- 
ma, the Gi>00 ton liner just completed 
for tho British Columbia- Australia 
service, is expected to be a passenger 
for tho antipoles by the Manuka, 
which left Honolulu on Wednesday 
and is duo on Tuesday, when she sails 
again for Sydney on August 1C.

Capt. Christian Klinklnberg, the 
whaling captain brought from the Arc- 
tic to Seattlo, charged with murder 
Ing his chief engineer, P. D. Jackson, 
on board the whaling steamer Olga, 
alleges that ho has been* tried twice 
for the crime, once before the R. N. 
W. M. P. at Hcrschei Island, and once 
by United States authorities and twice 
exonerated. He protests against hi, 
detention, and alleges that an effort is 
on foot to get him out of the way 1 
cause he discovered and located 
enormous deposit of copper in Alaska 
during his whaling cruise on tho Olga 
In the summer of 1905. 

Klinkenberg was brought down from 
Nome on tho Umatilla, In charge of 
Deputy United States Marshal Powell 
on the charge of having killed Chief 
Engineer Paul D- Jackson, of the Olga, 
October 0, 1906. He will be taken 
San Francisco Saturday for trial. Capt. 
Klinkenberg took the gasoline steamer 
ichel Island In tlu 
s caught in the Ice 
and forced to spend a winter in the 
Arctic ocean. Tho crew were subject- 
ed to great privation, and forced to 
collect llrowood from the shores to 
keep tho vessel in motive power and 
save the gasoline. It was tho collec- 
tion of firewood that started the quarf 
Bel between Klinkenberg and Jackson. 

It is said Jackson refused to search 
for wood. The crew objected to Jack- 
son's immunity from hard work, and 
the captain was forced to order him 
out. Jackson and the captain both 
reached for their guns at tho same 
time, and Jackson was shot in the head 
and breast. Klinkenberg gave the fol- 
lowing account of his expediences in 
the Olga at the county Jail yesterday: 
"I took the forty-ton gasoline ship 
Olga from Herschel Island in the sum- 
mor of 1U05 for a whaling trip to the 
north, Near Prince Albert's land we 
were caught in the ice on both skies 
of us. We had plenty of water to 
maneuver in, but could not get to the 
open ocean. We had six months' pro • 
visions and gasoline, but the chance3 
were that we could not get out for 
twelve months, and It was necessary 
for us to economize in our supplies. 
For fuel we adopted tho expedient of 
collecting, tho driftwood from the 
beach, and this was ti hard job for the 
men, but they did their work well,' ex- 
cept my chief engineer, Jackson, and 
his assistant.' 'Ja'ckson "wanted to dis- 
till some apple Juice and make a sort 
of brandy out of it, and this I would 
not allow, 'as' I "did riot lisu'lltiuor my- 
self ,and I didn't want it on tho ship. 

"Jackson grew very sore over this, 
and when It came to collecting drift 
wood he refused to go out, grasping a 
gun and pushing it toward my stom- 
ach. I was unarmed at the time and 
allowed the matter to drop. This was 
In September, 1005- Along in October 
it became necessary to pick up some 
more wood. Jackson had to I'd mo after 
our quarrel that if I ever spoke to him 
again he would kill me like a mad dog. 
The men were growing ugly over Jack- 
son's immunity from hard work, and 
when it became necessary to go for 
wood again I went to Jackson's cabin, 
which was next to mine, and, standing 
in tho door, told him that he and his 
assistant would have to get out and go 
to work like the rest of tlio men. 

"Ho was lying in his berth, turned 
his head and looked at me, and never 
saying a word reached out for his rifle. 
My door was but a step from where 1 
stood. I reached In and got my rifle, 
and we tired together. Jackson was 
wounded In the head and breast. I 
went on deck, got assistance for Jack- 
son, and got the medicines out, and for 
ten days we gave him as good care 
and assistance as it was possible. AVe 
buried him near the shore after ho had 

lingered for ten days. 

"We had a hard struggle of It that 
Winter. Tho men mutinied on several 
occasions, and tilings got pretty rough 
"before we got out in the spring. I took 
the boat to Herschel island and gave 
myself up to the Canadian authorities 
and had a hearing on board the reve- 
nue cutter Titus, also before United 
States Commissioner Morris, at Her- 
schel Island. I was discharged and ex- 
onerated at both hearings. I then re- 
turned to my homo at Point Barrow, 
where I have a wife and six children, 
and made my home for some time. On 
June IS, last, I started for Candle, 
Alaska, where I had some business, a 
trip of 750 miles, and on arriving thero 
was told that the authorities were 
looking for me. While I was there a 
deputy United States marshal picked 
mo up, brought mo to Nome, and here 
I am. 

"I never had any trouble nor killed 
anybody In my life before I got into 
this mix-up- I havo boon discharged 
twice on this charge, and It seems to 
me that the whole business smacks of 
persecution. AVhlle In tho north I dis- 
covered a large deposit of copper, and 
I am of the opinion that this charge 
that has been made against mo Is more 
to get mo out of tho way than any- 
thing else. 1 havo no doubt that I will 
run against some of my old crow as 
witnesses when it comes to trial at San 
Francisco. Wo. had a rough time in 
the north, between death, starvation 
and mutiny, nnd it may bo nccoSsary 
for me to make some serious charges 
against members of the crew before I 
am done with this."

Letter Signed by Survivors of Mount 
Royal Given to Capt. Johnson/ 

•Yesterday, Chief Engineer Madlgan 
and Second Engineer Good, and spine 
of tho other survivors of the;-Hudson's 
Bay steamer Mount Royal, wrecked on 
July 6 in Kltselass canyon of tho 
Skeena river, waited upon Capt. John- 
son, master of tho wrecked sternr 
wheeler and Mrs. Johnson, who ac- 
companied her husband on the steamer 
for several seasons, and presonted the 
following letter, signed by all those of 
the crew who survived tho wreck. Tho 
letter reads: 

"Wo tho survivors and officers and 
men of your crew desire to", express 
our heartfelt sympathy with Mrs. 
Johnson and yourself in tho. sorrow 
you so deeply feel at tlio loss of our 
shipmates, and tho good ship,- Mount 
Royal. I 

"It may bo some consojntlc-n to you 
to know that you .have, tho respect, 
confidence and esteem of all those 
under your,, command, duo to your 
uniform kindness and consideration to 
all of us at rail times. 

"You masterly and successful navi- 
gation of tho Skeena river and the ab- 
solute confidence shown in your abil- 
ity, coolness and seamanship has 
signal proof in the way your crew to 
a man stood by you to the last. 

"Those who lost their lives died 
at their post, and you sir, have the 
consolation of knowing that your ves- 
sel was lost through no fault of yours, 
and that your first care was for your 
passengers. 

"When- they were safely landed you 
did all that could be done to save 
your ship. 

"Accept sir these expressions of 
sympathy and respect and our sincere- 
hopes that Mrs. Johnson and yourself 
may enjoy long life, happiness, and 
prosperity.

search the river for dead bodies. Too 
much praise cannot he given to Mr.

ford, Patterson and Durham for the 
way they threw op'-n their stores, 
dwellings and offices for the accomo- 
dation of the passengers and crew. 

"We boarded the Camosun at Port 
Esslngton and were treated very 
kindly by the captain and crew of that 
ship; and on our arrival at Victoria 
We mot Mr. James Thomson, manager 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, and 
we cannot speak too highly of that 
gentleman's treatment and settlement 
with the crew which was kind and 
generous.

Shipowner Writes Complaint Re- 
garding Cost of His Vessel 
Loading at Vancouver 



-A Glasgow shipowner, ono of whose 
ships was recently at Vancouver, 
writes to Falrplay, tho well known 
Liverpool shipping journal under date 
of June 24, as follows: "I would ask 
you to bring before brother shipmas- 
ters, through the medium of your 
wide circulation that long, delay and 
heavy expenses appear still to go hand 
in hand In the North Pacific. A JL'uO 
tons register ship has just suffered a 
detention of 83 days at Vancouver — 
in with ballast — and Incurred a bill 
$5000 (with stevedore at $1.05 as com- 
pared with $1.40 per some others) ex- 
cluding cash to captain and crew, as 
also commissions. Blood money came 
to ?(!C5, say $35 per man, and she had 
to wait for a fortnight to get a crew. 
Her position, however, compares fav- 
orably with that of another ship of 
similar size which has Just got away 
from Tacoma, and had to wait fivs 
weeks for 'a crew, and also about 12S 
days for wheat coming down. No 
wonder most owners aro steering 
clear of ports where such conditions 
reign." 

The same paper has also letters com- 
plaining of tho situation at San Fran- 
cisco. One under date of June says; 
"We have just received some accounts 
from one of our ships lately at San 
Francisco which we think 11 as well 
Should be laid before shipowners gen- 
erally. The ship went In with a gen- 
eral cargo, and like most, others, alas, 
left in ballast. She was over 90 days 
in the port, and spent C 1800 without 
Including any commission on the 
charter party, or any wages to crow. 
Her wharfage bill was close upon 
£300. The discharging was over 
£ 000. Blood money for crew was $40 
each, and $5 for shipping fee. Also 
$25 for a watchman. It is evident 
San Francisco rates must go up a lit- 
tle higher still to stand this kin 1 of 
thing; especially if no cargo is to be 
obtained homewards." 



CHASED BY RUSSIANS 

American Fishing Schooner Returns 
From Okhotsk Sea 

The cod-fishing schooner John D. 
Sprcckles, Captain Dart, arrived at: 
San Francisco on Tuesday from tho 
Okhotsk sen, from which part of the 
ocean the fishing vessel was chased by 
tho Russian cruiser Manjur. The S. 
N. Castle, which arrived a week ago 
suffered a similar fate, nn.l brought 
the first news of Russia's gunboat en- 
forced claims to exclusive rights with- 
in thirty miles of tho shore line. Cap- 
tain Dart of the Spreckles thinks the 
barkontlne Fremont, which he left 
behind, may havo boon captured by 
tho Russians.

Tho United States armored cruiser 
Charleston, flagship of tho second Pa- 
cific squadron of tho United States 
lleot, now at Bremerton, has boon sur- 
veyed and an estimate of repair work, 
which will keep the vessel in dry dock 
for sixty days, has been sent to Wash- 
ington. 



SEARCHING FOR TIES. 

Contractor for Railways Finds it Hard 
to Get Supply. 

Vancouver, July 25, — JV. L. Tcnnant, 
a lumberman of Fort ^William, who 
has undertaken to supply various rail- 
roads with wooden ties, is in the city 
to arrange for tho supply 1 pf 5,000,000 
spruce ties to bo used on the new 
transcontinental road. Mr. Tennant 
declares that tho rale ties haVo been 
consumed by the various roads dtrrjng 
the past two years was responsible tor 
the price rising nearly 500 per cent, 

"It was not so very long ago," said 
he, "that ties could be gotten in any 
number for ten cents apiece, now con- 
tractors will not tako orders for fifty 
cents each." 

Mr. Tennant had great difficulty in 
getting lumbermen to take orders in 
Ontario. They didn't like tie orders, 
saying that there is too much work 
and little profit in them. A visit to 
the Maritime Provinces convinced him 
that matters were even worso there. 
Ho is now hero as a last resort and 
he will make a big attempt to got his 
orders placed here. 

"If wo don't get ties very soon," he 
said, "tho G. T. P. may havo to quit 
work for a timo. M present thou- 
sands of ties, arc being consumed daily 
and there are no more ready. The 
supply on hand will not last very 
much longer, but I hope to get all I 
want in British Columbia, no matter 
what the cost will be." 



Mill Girls Fight 
Kingston, Juiy 24.— A correspondent 
of the Toronto World says a branch 
of the Dominion cotton mills hero has 
been receiving additions to Its working 
force from English immigrants. The 
newcomers- were engaged at lower 
wages than those given natives, and 
this Tact had a tendency towards 
crowding the latter out. Ill feeling 
was engendered and this culminated 
In a Pitched battle between English 
and Canadian girls. The fight was 
In earnest and soon got beyond the 
ability of the management to stop. The 
police, however, were brought to the 
scene and order was finally restored. 



Progress In tlto Soudan. 

A step In the development of Lower 
Egypt, and of the Soudan generally, 
lias been taken by the Soudan govern- 
ment In placing a contract with the 
Cleveland Bridge and Engineering com- 
pany, of Darlington, for a bridge to 
cross the Blue Nile at llalfaya-Khar- 
tum, in tho vicinity of the old infantry 
barracks, at a point between tho Gor- 
don college and the British barracks. 
At present the southern terminus of the 
Soudan government railway system is 
at Malfava. on t ho northern bank of 
the Blue Nile, but with the new bridge 
tho passenger station will be located in 
the centre of the town of Khartum, on 
a site in close proximity to the Gordon 
statue. To permit of this a deviation 
will be made from Die existing Soudan 
government railway system at a point 
about half a mllo north of the present 
station, and a new stretch of railway 
will afford access from the branch of 
tho north hank to tho site of tho new 
bridge. Tho width of tho waterway at 
this location is about 1.700 foot, and the 
bridge will havo seven equal spans of 
21 f! foot n In. In length with four ap- 
proach snans varying from 40 foot to 
R0 feet in length and with an eleetri- 
cally operated rolling lift span of 100 
foot opening at tho northern end. The 
bridge will have a clear width of about 
50 feet, and, at the outset. Is to accom- 
modate ono 3 foot (i In. gauge railway 
lino, ono 21 foot roadway, and r foot- 
path of 14 ft. width carried on brackets 
outside the main girders. The piers, 
composed of stool cylinders filled with 
concrete and ouch cylinder having a 
diameter of 10 ft. at the cutting edge, 
will be carried to nn average depth of 
CO ft. below low Kilo level. The clear 
headway above rail lovol will bo 17 ft. 
at high Nile and -10 ft. at low Nile.

The new ferry barge built by the 
victoria Machinery depot, at a cost of 
$25,000 for the C. P. R., for use be- 
tween Ladysmith nnd Vancouver, car- 
rying cars across the gulf, has been 
towed to Ladysmith by the steamer 
Otter and will replace the barge 
Transfer. The tug William Jolliffe of 
the British Columbia Salvage company 
will tow the new barge pending the 
completion of repairs to tho tug Czar.

The growth in manufactures in Can- 
ada is well exemplified by a bulletin 
recently Issued by the census branch. 
It includes the number of wage-earn- 
ers and the amount, raid in salaries 
to all classes of employees in the man- 
ufacturing establishments of Canada 
in tho year 11)00 and 1905. Some 200 
branches of manufactures are cov- 
ered and in many of these the num- 
ber of employees Is doubled as is tho 
amount paid in wages. 

The total of wage-earners in 1900 
was $44,036; in 1905, $91,487. Tho 
amount paid in wages was $113,2111,350 
in 1900, and $164,394,490 in 1905. In 
the one ilno of cars and car works 
there were 3.147 employees in 1900, and 
$1,286,129 oaid in wages; in 1905 tho 
employees had increased to 7,755, and 
the wage bill to $3,746,219. Women's 
factory clothing is another line show- 
ing marvellous growth. The employees 
were 8,024 in 1905, as against 2.8S9 in 
1900, and the wage bill Increased from 
$719,115 In 1900 to $2,812,679. The 
number of those employed in. jewelry 
and repair shops increased from 794 
to 1,737, and the wages from $383,- 
011 to $797,901. - In paper- making the 
1900 figures show 2,935 men and 
$1,191,038 in wages, while the 1905 
figures are 4,947 employees and $2,20S.- 
528. Similar largo gains are shown 
in dozens of other lines, while in few 
is there shown a decrease. One of 
the largest increases is in the smelt- 
ing trade, where the employees have 
increased from 2,113 to 9,849, and the 
wages paid from $1,331,553 to $6,64S, 
400. 

In the five years tho number of em 
ployees increased by 47.452, th 
amount of wages by $51,145,140, and 
the average wage per employee, by 
$90.7.4. Employees Increase! in the 
five years by 12 per cent, total wages 
by 45 per cent, and average wage per 
employee by 27 per cent. The value 
of product "per cmoloyee in the year 
1900 was $1,398, ami in 1905 it was 
$1,832, being an increase of $134 
31 per cent. For 1S90 the average 
wage nor emoloyee was less than in 
1905 by $128.66 and the average pro- 
duct less by $477. 

FISHING ON FRASER 

A Long Run of Sockeyes Is Expected 
Soon 

Vancouver, July 24. — The results se- 
cured by the fishing fleet on the Fras- 
er River and gulf last night convey a 
ray of hope that a run of sockeyes 
will occur before very long. The aver- 
age of catches was higher last night, 
about 25 lish to the boat. The highest 
catch reported went to a boat be- 
longing to the cannery on the main 
river which took 91 fish. 

Reports from the Sound state that 
yesterday a cannery at Bellingham se- 
cured 11,000 salmon from two day's 
fishing. Yesterday the weather on the 
banks was too rough to permit the 
traps to bo lifted and the seiners were 
also prevented from working. 

A net numbered K. M. 1095, was 
picked up yesterday at the mouth of 
Canoe Pass and it is now lying at tho 
Brunswick cannery awaiting a claim- 
ant.

REVIVAL OF PAYNE MINE 

Sandon Paper Thinks Property Should 
Be Made to Pay 

Tho old Payne, one of the greatest 
silver mines of the province, is by no 
means to be considered a "has been," 
and that because its ore bins are emp- 
ty and tho mill is dormant, does not 
even in part signify that the mine has 
been worked out, says the Sandon Min- 
ing Review. The history of the 
Payne is one which will never be truly 
chronicled If the directorate or those 
responsible for the gross mismanage- 
ment are permitted to escape a scath- 
ing criticism Had as much atten- 
tion been given to tho development o 
tho great dividend payer as there was 
to gouging out ore and retaining a 
long string of high paid mountebanks, 
tho Payne would still be a mine to 
conjure with. 

The property was originally located 
in 1891 by lit! Carpenter and Jack 
Seaton, who disposed of it shortly af- 
ter to Steve Bailey for a beggarly 
$2,000, the latter working it success- 
fully for several years and finally sold 
out for $125,000 to A. YV. Mediae, of 
Salt Lake City, who made a couple 
of million out of it. After the new 
company took hold dividends came up 
with surprising regularity, and Payne 
stock was bartered at high figures, but 
tho modus operandi of the company in 
actively pursuing the ore and neglect- 
ing tho essential development of the 
mine was most adversely criticized lo- 
cally, and those who could then see 
"the finish" of the company have had 
their deductions realized. 

Paying out hundreds of thousands 
of dollars as dividends to the delight- 
ed shareholders — money which should 
have every cent gone back into the 
ground — had tho inevitable ending, and 
when tho big ore lenses were stoped 
out clean and the ore converted into 
dividends, it was but natural that the 
eastern shareholders, whose knowledge 
of mining was crude, should fall to re- 
spond 'to the call for funds for a sys- 
tematic programme of long delayed 
development. Thoy had been schooled 
to expect dividends until the mountain 
had all been levelled to the ground, 
and asking them for money was ap- 
parently a new kind of skin game. 
And so the downfall of the Payne be- 
gan. Shares which In 1899 sold read- 
ily at $4.20 could not find a purchaser 
at five cents throe months ago, and 
as there was no money forthcoming 
except In dribs nnd drabs to continue' 
development, the old producer was 
shut down nnd the bondholders have 
just sold tho property for $60,000. 

The pin-chaser was Senator Forget, 
who, we understand, has formed a now 
company, details of which are not yet 
to hand, and it is to bo hoped that 
tho property will be opened up in an 
Intelligent way, by doing which we 
have no fear for the ultimate success 
of tho mine. We can truthfully say 
that of all the mining men who know 
the property, not one has yet spoke 
d (sparingly of It, and none presume 
that it is worked out, and if a prac- 
tical man is put in charge the value 
of tho holdings will be speedily de- 
monstrated. 



Berlin, July 25.— The successful flight 
of the bailoon Hatrlo, the first craft 
of its kind built for tho French gov- 
ernment, which sailed over Paris a few 
days ago under perfect control, has 
brought about an extensive discussion 
in the German newspapers, with fre- 
quent allusions to Germany's being be- 
hind France in the matter of air navi- 
gation. Major Von Parsevai recently 
was permitted to resign from the army 
to become an airship engineer and 
study tho subject of airships thor- 
oughly and a company was organized 
at the emperor's suggestion. Major 
von Parsevai says that the German 
army is in no position to show aero- 
nautic success equal to that of the 
I reach army. 

"The French have five years tho 
start of us in experimenting with air- 
ships adaptable to war," he declared. 
"Now, however, wo, too, are working 
energetically on an airship suitable for 
war purposes." 

The general staff here had not taken 
much interest in air navigation as an 
auxiliary in war until recent months, 
o>- rather since the emperor began to 
show an interest, which eventually 
brought about contributions from sev- 
eral Berlin capitalists for the purpose 
of Investigating the subject and or- 
ganizing, a company, and an appropri- 
ation from the rolchstag to assist 
Count Ferdinand Zeppei'ing in his air- 
ship experiments. 

Intelligence has reached tho general 
staff that France has between fifty and 
sixty balloons made by the Lebaudv 
brothers already in their frontier de- 
pots. The question of airships has 
been discussed within the last three 
months in the most serious manner by- 
various public men, especially by Ru- 
dolph Martin, formerly an official in 
the department of the interior, who in 
a brochure just issued speculates on 
the airship as Germany's future Instru- 
ment to overcome Great Britain. Tho 
airship idea has been burlesqued very 
amusingly in an anonymous pamphlet 
entitled, "Our future lies in the air," 
a parody on the emperor's epigram, 
"Our future lies In the water."

Tho Toklo correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, writing under date of May 
25th says: 

The future of the foreign merchant 
In Japan has become a topic of con- 
querable anxiety and conjecture, 
w nen the country was opened to tho 
trade of the world, just 50 years ago, 
her overseacorrimerce- fell entirely into 
tho hands of a small community of en- 
terprising Europeans and Americans 
who settled at Nagasaki, Yokohama, 
and, a little later, at Kobe. It could 
not have been otherwise. The Jap- 
anese, having no experience of trado 
with the west and being entirely with- 
out the necessary machinery for con- 
ducting it, had no choice but to r-c- 
cept the. services of the foreign middle- 
men. Excellent services they were, 
too, for these merchants took on their 
own shoulders the entire risks of the 
business while conceding to the .Tap- 
aneso an equitable share of the pro- 
fits. The native producer, carrying 
his goods to an open port, ..sold them 
direct to the foreign exporter, who paid 
lor them over the counter, and the 
native distributor purchased, in the 
same manner, goods Imported from 
Europe and America. How the latter 
merchandise had been procured or 
how the former would be disposed of — 
these were questions which did not 
then concern the Japanese. 
Methods of tho Foreign Community. 
But the situation included other ele- 
ments. The foreign community lived 
almost wholly isolated. They did not 
of deliberate choice segregate them- 
selves from tho people among whom 
they had cast their lot, but all the 
conditions of their existence combined 
to differentiate them, and that, too, 
in a manner eminently calculated to 
estrange Japanese sentiment. In the 
first place, they acknowledged no re- 
sponsibility towards the laws of the 
land, this exemption being based on 
an assumption of superiority neces- 
sarily galling to a proud and patriotic 
nation like the Japanese. In the 
second, the Imposing dimensions of 
their houses, the comparatively costly 
and ostentatious fashion of their lives, 
and tho fact that they had virtually no 
social Intercourse with the people of 
the country, all tended to create an 
impression, on tho one hand, of deriv- 
ing large profit from the trado they 
controlled, and, on tho other, of de 
spising and looking down on the na- 
tion whose hospitality they enjoyed. 

Then into the manner of conducting 
the trade practices gradually obtruded 
themselves, which helped to accentuate 
tho situation. Silk and tea were the 
two chief staples of export, and in the 
handling of both these a system very 
irksome to the Japanese had to bo 
adopted. As to silk, none but hand- 
reeled being originally procurable, 
and neither Japanese sericulturlsts nor 
Japanese middlemen having a due ap- 
preciation of uniformity of quality or 
faithfulness to sample, the foreign ex 
porter found it necessary to take the 
various parcels of silk into his own 
warehouse, and hold them for inspec- 
tion, pending the completion of which 
process no bargain was concluded. On 
the whole, tills system was honestly 
pursued by foreign and local mer- 
chants, but some abuses undoubtedly 
disfigured It — as when silk was hold 
not solely for inspection, but to suit 
the market— and these abuses, com- 
bined with tlie obviously objectionable 
character of such a method from tho 
producer's point of view, gradually ex- 
cited among the Japanese a strong 
ambition to got tho export business in- 
to their own hands. 
Japanese Struggle for Direct Export. 
First, however, an attempt was 
mado to modify tlie system Itself bv 
establishing a Japanese conditioning 
house at Yokohama, and claiming for 
its seals the same validity as that 
possessed by tlie marks of tho foreign 
inspectors. This project, vehemently 
resisted by the foreign middlemen, 
led to a somewhat bitter contest, 
which ended in establishing the- old 
system on a firmer basis than ever, 
and in strengthening tho determina- 
tion of the Japanese to establish them- 
selves independently as silk exporters. 
In tho case of tea, the conditions were 
even more striking. The Japanese 
producer's sun-fired leaf being unfit 
for export in that condition, had to be 
re-flred In Yokohama, and tills in the 
re-tiring warehouses of tho foreign 
middlemen. They took the various 
parcels of tea, practically without dis- 
crimination, and dumped them into 
pans, whore they were manipulated by 
a particularly dirty tribe of the com- 
monest laborers of both sexes. A cer- 
tain proportion of sulphate of copper 
having been added to impart the color 
which alone appealed to American 
taste, tlie ro- fired staple was made up 
Into parcels and exported under the 
name of a foreign middleman. Such 
a system not only discouraged all in- 
dividual effort on the part of tho pro- 
ducer, but also added largely to the 
cost of the staple. Here, again, then, 
tiio Japanese found a strong Incentive 
to take tlie business out of foreign 
hands. The same story, though in 
less striking terms, might be told of 
almost every branch of the country's 
oversea commerce, so that, on tho one 
side, the Japanese struggled perpetu- 
ally to organize a system of "direct 
export," on tho other, the foreign mid- 
dleman clung with tenacity to tlie 
business he had developed. 

Success of Japanese Efforts. 
Tho issue of the struggle, broadly 
stated, is that whereas the Japanese 
in 1803 had in their own hands only 17 
per cent, of a total trado of IS millions 
sterling, they now have 40 per cent, of 
a total trade of SI millions. In the 
domain of silk, which constitutes Ja- 
pan's Chief staple of export, the for- 
eign middleman has to contend against 
a very formidable organization. Not 
only have tho Japanese succeeded In 
.securing the conlldcnco of American 
buyers for raw silk which has not pre- 
viously undergone foreign expert ex- 
amination, but also they obtain from 
their own banks more liberal accom- 
modation than the average foreign ex- 
porter can got from Yokohama or 
Kobe banks. Thus the Japanese are 
able to command a longer interval oC 
time for seeking a market in the 
United States, an advantage by no 
means Inconsiderable. There Is also a 
further; weight In their side of the 
scale. They are 111 a position to lend 
money to tho sericulturlsts against the 
security of the hitter's crop, which thus 
conies into their hands at rates consid- 
erably lower than those charged to the 
foreign exporter. In fact, the day does 
not seem to be far distant when the 
Japanese, exporter will control the 
whole supply nf'sllk, so far, at any 
rate, as the Americnn market is con- 
cerned, ;+ind will' set what limits he

pleases to tho portion obtainable by 
liis foreign competitors. 

The case of tea promises to be some- 
what similar. It no longer requires to 
be carried to a foreign settlement for 
re-firing and- packing. The Japanese 
themselves are now quite competent to 
carry out these operations, and they 
are forming organizations to export 
tho leaf direct from the chief produc- 
ing districts so that the foreign, mid- 
dleman will be entirely eliminated. 
They have not yet achiteved much suc- 
cess in tho matter 'of exporting tho 
products of their spinning and weaving 
factories. These manufacture somo 20 
millions sterling of yarns and stuffs 
annually, and export about one-fourth 
of that amount. Thus far the export 
business has remained chiefly in for- 
eign hands, but there are evidences of 
a strong resolve to alter that state of 
affairs. Little 'doubt can bo enter- 
tained, too, that the export of silk to 
Europe in a raw slate will gradually 
cease. The Japanese have all tiio 
dualities needed for successful weav- 
ing. Labor is exceptionally cheap; 
there Is innate dcxterltv of hand, and 
one of the nation's valuable assets Is rfects 



remarkable wealth of designing fac- 
ulty. Some critics urge, indeed, that 
the caprices of silk weavers' fashions 
in Europe being locally inspired, a 
country so remote as Japan could not 
keep In touch with these changes. Such 
a forecast does not seem to have 
much validity. Tlie Japanese are 
quito as capable of leading fashion as 
of following it. 

Foreign and Japanese Coalition. 
. Are we to assume, then, that the 
role of the foreign merchant in Japan 
must become by-and-by a. thing of tho 
past; that ho will be excluded from 
tho trado which he founded and has 
done' .so much to develop,? In a 
measure the answer must bo affirma- 
tive. But there is another Japanese 
Held to lie exploited — the industrial 
Held. It has long been recognized 
that Japan's future is in manufac- 
tures. Already her export of manu- 
factured or partially manufactured 
goods has risen from 12 millions sterl- 
ing in 1838 to 23 millions in 100"), and 
tho growth shows every sign of con- 
tinuing. If she he left alone she. will 
develop this branch of wealth-earning 
with comparative slowness, for her 
supplies of capital are small, and she 
lack's expert experience. But if foreign 
capitalists and foreign experts step In 
to assist her, a signal result will rap- 
idly bo attained. Her people seem to 
recognize fully the advantages of 
such coalition. But It must be coali- 
tion. I-Ie would bo very ill-advised 
Occidental who carried his money to 
Japan and proceeded to set up a fac- 
tory on his own account. Failure, par- 
tial or total, might be predicted, But 
in partnership with Japanese the con- 
ditions would be radically different. 
Associated with Japanese of the bet- 
ter classes, a foreign capitalist could 
not only count with confidence on the 
smooth working of his enterprise, but 
might also exercise whatever measure 
of control .seemed Wholesome. This Is 
the field which now invites the foreign 
capitalist and expert. He must cease 
to make the distribution of Japanese 
products his chief business and must 
himself be a co-producer. in 1011 
Japan will recover her tariff autonomy, 
and we may assume that she will exer- 
cise It In tho sense of imposing pro- 
tective duties, so far as .such a policy 
can he made to consist witli the col- 
lection of revenue. Already she has 
manipulated her statuary tariff in 
such a manner that It affords a con- 
siderable measure, of protection to her 
own producers, and the conventional 
tariff will fare similarly when it be- 
comes accessible. The present, there- 
fore, is the time for foreign capitalists 
and experts to bid for a share In the 
Industrial development now in progress 
as a natural sequel of the- late war. 



ing place among the more highly civ- 
ilized branches of tho human race 
should be both interesting and prollt- 
able at this stage. I can only hope 
to touch upon the subject cursorily anjd 
briefly and to suggest some remedies 
for this condition. 

"Tho deterioration causes are divid- 
ed into two heads: (1) Those arising 
from our manner of living; and (2) 
Those which are the result of bad 
breeding." 

Ho advocated that wo should not 
have schools at alt unless it is pos- 
sible to provide thorn with accommo- 
dation for good healthy exercise. 
Speaking of girls, ho said: "Indeed, wo 
have for some time been of tho opin- 
ion that the public schools should be 
closed to girls for oven one or even 
two years, at the critical ago of ap- 
proaching puberty, when an important 
physiological change is taking place In 
their constitution, on account of which 
they should not be placed in competi- 
tion with boys of the same age. Do- 
mestic duties, much neglected, might 
bo paid attention to in tho Interval. 
A. frequent instance of injurious ef- 
found In weakened eyesight. 



"In the matter of the better breed- 
ing of the race, wo should at least take 
as much care as with tho stock on our 
farms. Every child has the right to 
bo bom healthy and fit to fight the 
.tattle of life. Wo think the commun- 
ity has a right to demand that the dis- 
eased ami defective ones should not 
transmit these characteristics oo the 
rising generation Marriage between 
such people should be discouraged or 
prevented. Those who have been af- 
flicted with tuberculosis or are sus- 
ceptible to it should, it might be sug- 
gested, submit to being sterilized." 

He advocated refusal to allow first 
cousins to marry and then said: 
"There arc said to be over one thou- 
sand two hundred feeble minded un- 
married women in the Dominion. The 
danger of these women producing 
children, affected in the same manner. 
Is great. These menaces should he 
segrated into public institutions, or bet- 
ter, perhaps, should be sterilized It 
Is monstrous to allow these unfortun- 
ates to hand down their mental de- 
fects to tho coming generations. The 
chronic criminal might also be very 
well subjected to similar procedure."

That so small an audience greeted 
Miss Adda Vcrno at her piano rccitala 
is not a matter of surprise to those 
who know Victoria people.

ACTION BEING TAKEN 
SOME LIQUOR SELLERS 

City Solicitor Is Preparing to 
Carry Out Instructions 
from Council 



Whllo public attention has been di- 
verted for the past few clays to the 
flro and Its results, tho city authori- 
ties havo not forgotten tho directions 
of tho council anont tho licensing ques- 
tion. It will be remembered that tho 
city solicitor was instructed to prose- 
cuto a number of cases of infringmont 
of the now liquor regulation bylaw in 
order to tost the validity of tho recent 
action of tho license commissioners In 
ronowlng all licenses thus thwarting 
tho 'Will of tho mayor and the major- 
ity of tho aldermen. 

It was learned yesterday that the 
city solicitor has been extremely busy 
tho last few days going over the 
ground and collecting evidence. He has 
selected four establishments against 
which ho thinks a prosecution can bo 
directed with good chances of success, 
and tho summonses may be issued at 
any time, though ho declined yesterday 
to glvo tho names of those ho Intends 
to take proceedings against. 

Tho principal basis for theso prose- 
cutions will be alleged neglect to com- 
ply with tho provisions of the bylaw 
regarding tho interior arrangement of 
tho resorts. These regulations 
somo instances entail costly structural 
alterations and somo license holders or 
their landlords, aro stated to hav 
postponed complying with tho bylaw 
In the hope that it will be quashed by 
the courts. 

There are two penalties for such of- 
fences. If found guilty as charged 
boforo a magistrate a fine not exceed- 
ing $100 may be imposed, and tho by 
law goes on to .say that when such 
infringements havo been proved the 
licenso commissioners shall declare the 
license forfeited. Tho clause was 
drawn with tho idea of making such 
forfeiture mandatory on the licenso 
commissioners, though somo legal 
authorities hold that the commission- 
ers aro not thereby deprived of their 
discretion in tho discharge ' of their 
statutory duties. 

While tho authorities aro reticent re- 
garding their exact intentions there 
Is a possibility that the prosecutions 
may not bo brought directly on the 
grounds that tho bylaw has been vlo 
lated. Tho city may prosecute for 
selling liquor without a licenso under 
clause 184 of tho Municipal Clauses 
act. This clause after stating that 
prior to tho granting of a licenso tho 
applicant must have fully complied 
with tho act, but with any bylaw 
passed under its authority with refer- 
ence thereto, goes on to say: 

"And if a licenso Is granted, trans- 
ferred or renewed contrary to tho 
provisions of this act, or of any such 
bylaw, such licenso shall bo ipso facto 
null and void." 

Thus it would seem possible that tho 
city may tako the ground that tho 
liquor dealers in question, having re 
coived a renewal of licenso without 
having first complied with tho bylaw, 
aro doing business 1 under a void li- 
cense, and so are opon to prosecution 
Just as if they had received no licenso 
at all. 



NEED FOR HELP LESS 
THAN WAS EXPECTED 



Very Few Applications for Relief 
— Government Offer Thank- 
fully Declined 



Costly Benevolence, 
Ottawa, July 25.— An Interesting case 
developed in tho police court today, 
when Mrs. Armsntla Canierca charged 
/Mr'red St. Armnnd, of Clarence street 
with assaulting her two little sons. The 
"assault" consisted o£ clipping what 
tho fond mother claimed Was a luxu- 
rious crop of flaxen curls. According 
to tho defendant, tho young brothers 
Carrlorea used to frequent his place, 
asking him to clip off tho unnecessary 
locks. He refused to do so without 
tho mother's permission. One day (hoy 
came In and snld their mother was 
agreeable, and tho hair wns soon fail- 
ing fast. Tho act was done In a spirit 
of neighborly charity, according to tho 
witness. Tho magistrate fined the ac- 
oused $5 and J2 costs, 



As time goes the need for monetary 
relief for the sufferers by the fire 
seems to bo much lesis than was anti- 
cipated. Tho loss of moveable prop- 
erty was not so great as wns once 
thought and a great deal of it is cov- 
ered by insurance, and there have 
been surprisingly few, applications for 
relief. Thero have, however, been a 
few additions to tho relief fund. Al- 
dermen Hall and Meston havo each 
contributed ?25 to the mayor's fund, 
and the Colonist also wishes to ac- 
knowledge the recolpt of two one dol- 
lar contributions from V. B. and R. 
H. Wilson. As stated yesterday all 
the money received is being held pend- 
ing tonight's council meeting, when if 
as the mayor decides, the city assumes 
the burden of relieving any distress, 
all contributions will bo refunded to 
the generous donors. 

A good deal of confusion still ex- 
ists over strayed articles of furniture 
which were taken to tho wrong places 
In tho confusion of the fire, and the 
Colonist will bo glad to publish lists 
of any property which has been do 
llvcred to tho wrong people so that 
it may bo Identified and recovered by 
tho rightful owners. Among those 
whoso effects havo gone astray is Mrs 
R. Keown, late of 21 Green street. She 
reported at pollco headquarters yes- 
terday that she had lost a trunk filled 
with baby clothes. 

H. B. Thomson, M, P. P., yesterday 
on behalf of tho provincial govern 
ment, tendered tho good offices of the 
province on behalf of any who mjght 
havo been rendered destitute. But 
his worship, whllo grateful to the gov- 
ernment for their generous offer, ln- 
formod Mr. Thomson that ho did not 
think the circumstances would be like- 
ly to justify tho city In accepting fur- 
ther assistance.
